ROCKETS IN BATTLE 


Y no means a new war weapon, the 

rocket-type projective is emerging as 
one of the most important developments 
of World War II and has been brought 
to heretofore undreamed peaks of per- 
fection. 

First reported used in this war by the 
Russians, the rocket missiles are now em- 
ployed by all the warring nations on both 
sides, and the United States Army and 
Navy already have used hundreds of 
thousands and expect to use many times 
more. 

Accuracy still leaves much to be de- 
sired, when rockets are compared with 
artillery, but the rocket has the advantage 
over artillery in requiring a launcher 
whose weight is trivial in comparison 
with a piece of artillery and in packing 
a heavier wallop than artillery shell of 
equal size at short ranges. Rockets can 
be hurled by plane to the ground with 
greater accuracy than the equivalent 
weight of free-falling bombs. 

Meanwhile continuous research is 

aimed at developing greater range and 
accuracy for the rocket missiles. Much 
work along these lines is being conducted 
at the California Institute of Technology, 
the Aberdeen Proving Grounds and other 
research centers. 
: Rockets can be and have been employed 
in ship-to-shore and ground-to-ground op- 
erations, and in air-to-ground, ground-to- 
air and air-to-air fighting. 

The Germans have made some use of 
tockets in air-to-air fighting, but success 
has not been notable because of the in- 
accuracy of rockets against the compara- 
tively small target afforded by an air- 
plane. For the same reason use of 
rockets as antiaircraft has not been wide- 
spread. 

Discussing sky-to-shore operations, 
Rear Adm. Daniel E. Barbey, USN, Com- 
mander Amphibious Forces, Southwest 
Pacific, who was one of the first to de- 
velop use of rockets launched from land- 
ing craft and larger vessels, said: 

Rocket boats accompanying landing 
boats have fixed fire and limited range of 
fire. But they spray the beaches just 


ahead of the assaulting troops. Under | 


that fire the landing is made, and it 
Should be successful. In fact, the Ger- 
mais must have expected our success in 


the invasion assault. In any event, they 


did not run the risk of opposing us with 
e forces, at the outset.”

Marine Corps spokesmen say that while | 


there is no set age for combat, men under 
88 are desired. Exceptions are made in 
eases where enlisted personnel such as 


sergeant majors, who do administrative | 
duty only, are needed by combat units. | 
These duties do not require actual par- 


ticipation in combat.

Length of German War 


General Dwight D. Eisenhower, USA, 
Supreme Commander of Allied Expedi 
tionary Forces, said 23 Sept. that the 
German military situation is hopeless 
from the enemies’ standpoint. The length 
of the war, he said, depends on two fac- 
tors: first, how long the Germans can 
stand the terrific pounding they are tak- 
ing from the west, south and east, and 
second, how long the Gestapo remains in 
control of the Reich. 


Army Schools and Sports 


The Army has completed, and is pre- 
pared to put into operation following the 
collapse of Germany, a broad and well 
organized educational and recreational 
program, creating at battalion and other 
levels schools carefully planned to meet 
the needs of servicemen for the period 
from the cessation of hostilities to the 
time of their demobilization. 


The program will be placed in opera- 
tion in all inactive theaters of operation 
as soon as the military situation in each 
permits. It is expected to be especially 
useful during the anticipated period be- 
tween the fall of Germany and the defeat 
of Japan. During this period it is ex- 
pected that large numbers of troops will 
remain in Europe for a long time. 


Schools of three types will be estab- 
lished. These are unit schools, technical 
schools, and university study centers es- 
tablished at suitable locations. Students 
also will be sent to long-established uni- 
versities within the European Theater. 

The program will be put into effect for 
each unit when, in the judgment of the 
theatre commander, time allotted to mili- 
tary training may be materially reduced. 
Geographical location of units will also 
govern the time for inauguration of the 
program. 


Planning and development phases are 
under the direction of the Information 
and Education Division, Army Service 
Forces, under General Brehon Somer- 
vell, but when established operation will 
continue under regular command of the 
unit. Information and education special- 
ists will, however, remain at theater 
headquarters as long as needed to estah- 
lish efficient operation of the program. 
Enlisted and officer personnel with suit- 
able background will be chosen from 
within the unit as instructors, without re- 
gard to rank. 

Technical schools and _ university 
centers will receive their students on a 
quota basis arranged by theater com- 
manders. 

The program will in no way take the

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Sea Services To Release 
Some Reserve Personnel 


The Navy at this time is prepared to 
release from active duty a limited number 
of Naval Reserve enlisted men over 42 
years of age, and a small group of spe- 
cialist Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Re 
serve and Coast Guard Reserve officers 
without regard to age. 

However, Reserve officers within the 
draft age—under 38 years of age—will 
be required to resign in order to obtain 
relief from active duty, and will have to 
report to their draft boards. 

Announcing the Navy’s plans in a let 
ter to Chairman Walsh of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, Rear Adm. 
L. E. Denfeld, Deputy Chief of Naval 
Personnel, emphasized that only a small 
number of officers and men, for whom 
there are no longer suitable assignments. 
will be released. As a whole, the Navy 
is continuing to expand, he said.

The texts of Admiral Denfeld’s letter 
and of the Navy’s orders follow: 


Admiral Denfeld’s Letter 

“The Navy has a small surplus of specialist 
personne] with limited naval qualifications 
and a shortage of personne! qualified for com- 
bat. While the Navy’s personnel strength is 
not expected to be reached until 30 June, 1945, 
there are a limited number of specialist Re- 
serve officers serving in specialized billets and 


| a limited number of enlisted men of the Naval 


Reserve whose services can be spared upon the 

termination of their present assignments. 
“Current directives provide that Reserve of- 

ficers who are not physically qualified for 


| other duty, or who are not qualified for other 


duty without considerable training, and 


| whose services can be spared, may request 


transfer to inactive duty or submit resigna 
tions from the service. 


“While any Reserve officer who is eligible 


| by these standards may apply for release, the 


granting of release, with few exceptions, is 
limited to those over the draft age. Reserve 


| officers within the draft age who can be spared 


may apply for release but they are required 


| to submit their resignations and upon release 
| are advised to report immediately to their 
| local selective-service boards. 


For the most 


part, release of Reserve officers within the 


| draft age is limited to a few officers who, al- 


though unable to meet all physical or profes- 
requirements, were commissioned to 
perform special duties which have been com- 
pleted. 

“Enlisted personnel of the Naval Reserve 
who are 42 years of age and over and whose 
services can be spared may apply through 
their commanding officers for discharge. If 
release is authorized after final review by the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel, discharge papers 
certify that severance from the service is un- 
der honorable conditions. 

“How many personnel will become eligible 


| for release cannot be accurately estimated al- 


though it is expected that, for the present, the 
number will be small, will be governed largely 


| by the rate of contraction of miscellaneous 
| activities no longer necessary, and will in- 


clude, for the most part, personnel in middle 
age not qualified for duty afloat. 

“The paramount consideration in each case 
is the needs of the service. A large number 
of older Reserve officers have only limited 
naval qualifications and training and are not

Seek Logistic Specialists 


Navy Department officials are giving 
serious thought, in connection with post- 
war personnel plans, to instituting post- 
graduate training courses in logistics for 
a limited number of line officers, who 
would be concerned primarily with logis- 
ties, particularly when ashore, and would 
be given future logistics assignments in 
the fleet. 


Logistics is the science of supply and 
support both of material and personnel. 
It is recognized as a specialty of para- 
mount importance. During recent hear- 
ings on the question of consolidation of 
the War and Navy Departments before 
the Special House Post-War Military 
Policy Committee, the question of having 
specialist logistics officers was discussed. 
Both War and Navy Departments were 
urged by the committee to place special 
emphasis on logistic personnel. 

The thinking has not crystallized on the 
details of the purposed plan. What the 
department presently desires is an indica- 
tion from the officer personnel of the 
Regular Navy, and from those Reserve 
officers who will be candidates for the 
post-war Regular Navy, of the number 
who would be interested in selection for 
logistic post-graduate training. 

All unit and station commanders have 
been asked to ascertain whether any of 
the officers within their command would 
consider seriously candidacy for such se- 
lection. If none of the officers within the 
command indicate such interest, no report 
has been required by the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel. Reports on those officers in- 
terested are due by 1 Oct. , 


It has been explained that the degree 
of specialization in logistics will be 
similar to that of the postgraduate train- 
ing in communications and, to a some- 
what lesser extent, to that of officers who 
have had postgraduate training in 
ordnance. 


Japs Lose Heavily 


Carrier aircraft of the Pacific Fleet, 
commanded by Admiral Wm. F. Halsey, 
USN, struck hard at enemy shipping and 
defense installations in the Visayas group 
of the Philippine Islands on 23 Sept., at- 
tacking air fields on the islands of Cebu, 
Leyete, Negros, Luzon and Mactan, and 
all shipping found in adjacent waters. 
One of the heaviest blows was delivered 
at Coron Bay between Busuanga Island 
and Culion Island in the Western areu. 


The enemy lost 7 aircraft in the air, 
and 29 were destroyed on the ground at 
several fields. 

Enemy losses totaled 22 ships destroyed 
and 43 damaged, making a total of 65 
vessels. In addition, between 20 and 30 
small craft were sunk or damaged. 

At Iloilo, Bacolod, Cebu, Mactan Is- 
land, Saravis, Legaspi, and Leyte Island 
many important enemy ground installa- 
tions were destroyed. Among these oil 
storage facilities and enemy barracks 
suffered the greatest loss. 

Our losses in these operations were 10 





aircraft, however only 5 pilots and 3 
tlight personnel have been reported miss- 
ing. 


Under Secretary of War 


Legislation to make permanent the of- 
fice of Under Secretary of War, which 
now expires on 20 Jan. 1945, was asked 
of Congress this week by Secretary of 
War Stimson. 

Mr. Stimson, reminding, the Congress 
of the many and important duties placed 
upon the Under Secretary, stated that 
lapsing of authority for that office would 
leave only the Assistant Secretary and 
the Assistant Secretary for Air as his 
assistants. Both have many jobs peculiar 
to their own offices. he said. The present 
Under Secretary of War is Judge Robert 
Paul Patterson. 

In his letter to the Congress, Mr. Stim- 
son said: 

“In accordance with the directives of the 
Secretary of War the military expansion pro- 
gram, so far as procurement and related func- 
tions are concerned, has heen carried ont and 
performed under the supervision and direction 
of the Under Secretary of War both before 
and since 7 Dec. 1941. 

“Subject of course to the over-all direction 
of the Secretary of War, the Under Secretary 
supervises and controls the procurement oper- 
ations and activities of the Army Air Forces 
and Army Service Forces. 

“Inasmuch as all War Department procure- 
ment activities all over the world are carried 
on bv the Army Service Forces and the Army 
Air Forces, the Under Secretary's duties have 
embraced supervision of all procurement ac- 
tivities of the vast number of items of sup- 
plv reanired bv onr Armies in the field fn- 
cluding the construction of new facilities for 
the manufacture thereof and for housing and 
training troops. for storage depots, ware- 
houses, ports of embarkation, military rail- 
ways. transport services and hospitalization. 
His duties have covered the supervision of the 
purchase and leasing of real estate and the 
repair and maintenance thereof and the pro- 
curement of articles of material for the con- 
struction of military bases throughout the 
world. 

“The Under Secretary of War's duties em- 
brace also readjustment problems such as 
the termination of contracts and the disposal 
of surplus property. Just as he has been 
charged with the responsibility of supervision 
over industrial mobilization, he is now like- 
wise charged w'th the duty of supervising in- 
dustrial demobilization for the War Depart- 
ment. These duties include questions of sup- 
ply relating to our Armies of occupation in 
liberated and conanered territories and the 
transfer or disposition of military supplies no 
longer needed in particular theaters of oper- 
ation. 

“The cessation of hostilities will present 
problems of procurement relating to the post- 
war military establishment and the mainte- 
nance of facilit‘es for its current supply as 
well as in standby status. While the question 
of universal] military training in the United 
States durine the post-war neriod has not 
been determined, the necessity for a much 
larger post-war military establishment than 
previously maintained is apparent. The duties 
imposed upon the Secretary of War during 
the period of demobilization, as well as the 
post-war period, will require for his assist- 
ance not only an Under Secretary of War in 
charge of procurement and related functions, 
but also an Assistant Secretary of War to 
whom other aspects of War Department 
problems and activities may be assigned.” 





Would Publish Hart Report 


While demands contiuue to be made in 
and out of Congress for a public investi- 
gation of the Pearl Harbor disaster, Rep- 
resentative Church (R., Ill.), declared 
before the House of Representatives on 
21 Sept. that the report of Admiral 
Thomas C. Hart, USN-Ret., should be 
mude public so that the facts may be 
cleared up. He said: 

Why should Admiral] Hart’s report to the 
Secretary of the Navy become a part of the 
secret files when the report pertains to the 
very question about which the people are so 
vitally concerned? What conceivable excuse 
can be given for further concealment of the 
results of this inquiry? When Secretary 
Knox publicly announced the appointment of 
Admiral Hart to sift thoroughly all the facts, 
the obvious implication was that here, at last, 
would be the answer to the riddle of who was 
responsible for Pearl Harbor. I call on the 
Navy Department to release Admiral Hart's 
report in full. If the majority leader is so 
anxious to kill so-called rumors about Pearl 
Harbor, why does he not use his influence 
for the release of this report? 

The same day in the House, Represen- 
tative McCormack (D., Mass.), quoted 
statements from the War, Navy, and 
State Departments denying a statement 
by Representative Harness (R., Ind.), 
that the Australian Government had 
warned the United States that a Japanese 
tusk force was heading toward Hawaii. 

Mr. Church then put into the record an 
affidavit from Sidney C. Graves, of Wasb- 
ington, D. C., that in 1943 Sir Owen 
Dixon, Australian Minister to the United 
States, told him that 72 hours before 
Pearl Harbor he had received from his 
naval intelligence a report that a Jap task 
force was headed for Australia, and that 
24 hours later this was further confirmed 
with a later opinion that it was not aimed 
at Australia but “perhaps was directed 
against some American possession.” 
“The Australian Minister,” the affidavit 
said, “was questioned as to whether this 
information was available to American 
authority and he stated in substance that 
it was if requested.” Later, Sir Owen 
wrote to Secretary of State Hull that he 
“never had any information that any 
Japanese force was about to attack any 
territory of the United States or any in- 
“formation that any warlike measures 
were likely to be taken against the United 
States and never said so.” 

Mr. Church also charged that: 

Lt. Comdr. A. D, Kramer, USNR, was on 
duty in the Navy Department on Saturday 
night, 6 December, and that he delivered a 
message to the State Department about t0 
a.m. the following Sunday morning, which 
would be 4:30 a.m. Pearl Harbor time. He 
commented to the group at the State Depart- 
ment that “This looks like a sunrise attack at 
Pearl Harbor and midnight attack at the 
Philippines.” He then went to the White 
House and delivered the message. 

A joint letter signed by three members 
of the House, Representatives Hebert 
(D., La.) ; Cole, (R., N. Y.), and Hess, 
(R., O.), was directed this week to the 
House Naval and Military committees 
urging them to undertake an investiga- 
tion of the Pearl Harbor charges. “Any 
studies.of the case made by the services 





themselves,” the letter said, “may per- 
chance be colored and biased and what- 
ever conclusions which may be drawn 
hy those groups would not necessarily be 
final with the Congress. We should learn 
for ourselves, draw our own conclusions, 
and make our own recommendations.” 


Reappointment As Officers 


Former commissioned officers of the 
Army who were honorably discharged be- 
eause of physical disqualification, after 
31 Aug. 1940. and who later entered the 
Army by voluntary enlistment or induc- 
tion or acceptance of a warrant officer 
appointment, may be restored to their old 
commissions upon application but will not 
be discharged from enlisted or warrant 
status or ordered to duty under the com- 
mission. The commission will be an in- 
active one. 

This modification of the reappointment 
procedures laid down in War Department 
Circular 206 of 24 May 1944 is contained 
in Circular 368 of 11 Sept. 1944. 

Under the provisions of Circular 206, 
before amendment, former officers physi- 
cally qualified for commissions were en- 
titled to receive them again and to serve 
in officer capacity. The amendments con- 
tinue this arrangement for those whose 
reentry was involuntary, but provide 
that in the case of those whose reentry 
was voluntary, the ex-officers shall con- 
tinue to serve as warrant officers or en- 
listed men and shall hold inactive com- 
missions only. 

The procedures outlined in Cireular 
206 also have been modified to permit 
former officers, who have been reinducted 
but who are not physically qualified for 
commissions to remain in the Army if 
they so desire, or to be discharged from 
enlisted and warrant status and be given 
inactive commissions. 


Employment of Veterans 

War Manpower controls for veterans of 
the present war were lifted entirely this 
week, by order of War Manpower Con 
missioner McNutt. Formerly the con- 
trols did not apply to veterans during the 
first 60 days after their discharge ; under 
the new ruling the exemption is perma- 
nent. Relaxation of controls has the fol- 
lowing effects: 

1. Veterans will not he reanired to obtam 
present statements of availability to change 
jobs. 

2. Veterans may be hired by any employer 
without referral by the United States Employ- 
ment Service or other authorized referral 
channels. 

3. Any veteran who seeks employment 
through the U. 8S, E. S. will be entitled to 4 
referral, as a matter of right, to any job of 
his choice, without regard to the essentialit¥ 
or priority status of such job. 

4. Veterans may be hired without regard t0 
employment ceilings. 


Educational Branches 
The United States Armed Forces It 
stitute now has nine established branches 
to supply members of the armed services 
in all theaters of operations. Additional 
branches will be established if necessary- 
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Agricultural Careers for Vets 


President Roosevelt has directed Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wickard and Brig. 
Gen. Hines, Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs, to make a canvass of the prob- 
lem assuring agricultural careers to dis- 
charged service men who so desire and 
to report the results as soon as possible. 

More than a million members of the 
armed forces, the President said, have in- 
dicated their intention to re-establish 
themselves in civilian life as farmers and 
ranchers. He _ stated that Congress 
through the Service Men’s Readjustment 
Act, has shown its specific interest in the 
situation. 


The President pointed out that there | 


are no longer any large unsettled farm- 
ing regions in the country. Moreover, 
some of the Veterans may 
equipped, by experience or education, to 


operate farms. Mr. Roosevelt suggested | 


that means might be devised for some of 
the men to obtain farm training while 
others might have special capacities that 
would be adaptable to special forms of 
rural enterprise. The President said that 
the veterans should be placed on eco- 
nomically sound agricultural tracts, from 
which they could earn a living. 

In his letter to Mr. Wickard and Gen- 
eral Hines, the President said: 

“It has been reliably estimated that more 
than a million members of our armed forces 


have indicated their intention to re-establish | 


themselves in civilian life as farmers and 
ranchers. Their sacrifice and courage entitle 


them to expect this nation to be prepared, | 


_ within the limits of its capacities to offer 


them reasonable opportunities to get started | 


in agriculture. 

“This is not a light responsibility for the 
nation to discharge 
within our borders a great new and unsettled 


Oklahoma, or Northwest Territory, to be de- | 


clared open for settlement by these men and 
their families. 

“Congress, by the recent adoption of the 
Service Men’s Re-adjustment Act, has shown 
its specific interest in aiding veterans who 
want to live on the land. Full advantage 
must be taken of the provisions of this act 
and of other legislation in order that the 
maximum number of veterans who desire to 
do so may find successful careers in agri- 
culture. 

“It seems highly desirable that a thorough 
canvass of this problem be made very soon, 
and you are requested jointly to make such 
acanvass and furnish me with a report and 
your recommendations at an early date. 

“Your inquiry might also deal with the 
adaptation of special types of farms to the 
abilities of veterans whose capacities have 
become limited as a result of war injuries. 

“Adequate credit upon reasonable terms 
must be assured. Further, it will not do 
merely to see that the veteran settles on some 
piece of land. The lands for a veteran should 
constitute an economically sound farm or 
Tanch from which he can earn a sufficient in- 
come to keep his family in comfort and 
health, educate his children, and integrate 
himself and his family into the community 
as happy and useful citizens.”

Retention in active service of enlisted 

men who do not meet minimum physical 
Standards: for induction and\for whom 
there are no appropriate auth ae as- 
signments is not contemplated War 
Department instructions that every man 
be used to his best capacity, the depart- 
Ment has made clear. 
Personnel occupying authorized posi- 
tions satisfactorily will not be discharged 
Solely for the reason that they are below 
minimum physical induction standards 
for limited service. 

Personnel who do not meet such stand- 
ards and for whom there are no appro- 
Priate assignments, however, may be 
discharged.

Release of Service Men 


Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Director 
of Selective Service, declared this week 
that “the plan of demobilization must 
work, not just to release men from the 
Army or Navy, but beyond that to the 
ultimate placing of the man back again 
with his family and his job and to assur- 
ing his rights and benefits.” 

In an address before the Buffalo 
Chamber of Commerce, General Hershey 
said that Congress has placed much re- 
sponsibility on Selective Service in con- 
nection with the reemployment of the 
veterans that his organization will en- 
deavor to see that the veteran is given 
every consideration. He continued: 

“The plans for re-employment have been 
made. The provisions, even today, are in op- 
eration. In this Selective Service has a part— 
a very large and important part. In the orig- 
inal Selective Training and Service Act of 1940 
the Congress not only provided for the re- 
employment of veterans in their old job but 
for aiding the veterans in obtaining new em- 
ployment. 

“In this Selective Service was given a direct 
responsibility by Congress. So great is this 
task that many others must assist in order 
that successful accomplishment can be real- 
ized. In the returning of the veteran to his 
old job, if he so elects, the Selective Service 
system assumes full responsibility. > 

“If jobs continue to be plentiful the task 
will be easier. If, on the contrary, jobs are 
scarce it is our belief that Congress intended 
to give preference to the veteran. It must be 
remembered that the veteran made his sacri- 
fice so that others may continue to enjoy the 
privileges of the American way of life. In 
the hour that America can show her apprecia- 
tion he should not be made to step aside on a 
technicality. 

“The nation must not and will not fail to 
show gratitude. It will keep faith with its 
fighting men.” 


Veteran’s Sons to Academies 


To enable sons of personnel killed in ac- 
tion, dying from wounds or injuries re- 
ceived, or disease contracted in service 
during the present war to compete for ap- 
pointment to West Point or Annapolis, 
Representative Gamble, N. Y., last week 
introduced H. R. 5436. 

The bill would make it possible for the 
son of Capt. Colin Kelly and for sons of 
other personnel who became casualties to 
be eligible for appointment by the 
President to the academies in the num- 
ber of 40 in each institution. Death must 
have occurred or the wound or disease 
resulting in death must have been ac- 
quired between 6 Dec. 1941, and the ter- 
mination of the present war. 


Sees Delay in Troops’ Return 

Col. Lawrence Westbrook, assistant di- 
rector of the War Department’s planning 
division, in telling of the plan to furnish 
educational and vocational training 
courses to servicemen who must remain 
in the European theater after the defeat 
of Germany, stated that a shortage of 
shipping facilities may delay the return 
of troops. 

Colonel Westbrook was speaking before 
an industrial relations conference of the 
American Management Association held 
in New York City, 27 Sept. 

“It will be necessary to use most of our 
shipping for a considerable time,” he 
said, “to get troops and supplies to the 
Pacific theater. It should not be expected 
that even those who can be spared after 
the defeat of Germany will be able to get 
home immediately in any great numbers.”

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Appoint Nurses Temporarily 


Army hospitals, in desperate need of 
qualified graduate nurses, will employ 
graduates of the U. S. Cadet Nurse Corps 
who have taken their senior cadet period 
in Army hospitals and who have applied 
for commissions in the Army Nurse Corps. 
Under an arrangement worked out be- 
tween the War Department and Civil 
Service Commission. 

Many of these graduate nurses cannot 
be accepted for commission in the Army 
Nurse Corps until they have taken the 
State Board examinations for registered 
nurses which usually are not given until 
some time after the graduation date. 

Under the new policy such candidates 
who wish to work as graduate nurses 
during this period may be given appoint- 
ments not to exceed six months in dura- 
tion, as civilian employes in Army hos- 
pitals. 

These appointments in the position of 
“nurse” are allocated to the Civil Service 
grade SP-5. Pay will be $1800 per year, 
plus overtime. 

Requests for approval of appointment 
may be made one month before the anti- 
cipated date of graduation. 

These appointments will be made only 
by Army hospitals in States whose laws 
permit graduates of schools of nursing 
to be employed as trained nurses before 
they have passed the State Board ex- 
aminations and will be made subject to 
conditions prescribed by such laws. Ap- 
pointments of nurses who fail to pass the 
examinations will be terminated as soon 
as the results are known.

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AUS Officers Retired Pay 


In a decision (B-40139), the Comp- 
troller General has clarified the right of 
officers of the reserve components of the 
Army of the United States to have their 
retirement pay computed on the rates of 
the pay act of 16 June 1942, whether they 
were certified for retirement pay before 
or after the effective date of the act, 1 
June, 1942. 

The Comptroller further held: 

Officers of the reserve components of the 
Army of the United States who receive re- 
tirement pay pursuant to section 5 of the act 
of 3 April 1939, as amended, which assimilates 
the retirement pay rights of such officers to 
those of officers of the Regular Army of cor- 
responding grades and length of service, are 
entitled on and after the effective date of the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 to have their 
retirement pay computed on the basis of the 
service authorized for reserve officers by sec- 
tion 3 of the 1942 act, as amended, that being 
the service corresponding to that authorized 
for Regular Army officers by section 1 of said 
act, as amended. 

Temporary officers of the Army of the 
United States and officers of the National 
Guard of the United States are “officers * * * 
of the.Army of the United States, other than 
the officers * * * of the Regular Army,” with- 
in the meaning of section 5 of the act of 3 
April 1989, as amended, which confers upon 
such other officers certain retirement pay 
benefits, etc., by assimilation to Regular Army 
officers, and, hence, they are entitled to re- 
tirement pay benefits and adjustments there- 
under the same as members of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps.

To Release Many Dentists 


With the peak of the work load past, 
several hundred dental officers will be re- 
lieved from active duty with the Army 
shortly, the War Department announced 
this week. 

The relief will be accomplished by 
means of separation quotas to be given 
by The Surgeon General to the Army Air 
Forces, Army Ground Forces, Defense 
Commands, Service Commands, Technical 
Services and other headquarters having 
dental officers under their command. 

The Army’s biggest job in expanding 
and organizing the Dental Corps for war 
was to bring into the service enough den- 
tists to perfom necessary repair work on 
the teeth of the men coming into uniform. 
Since Pearl Harbor more than 1,000,000 
men dentures have been supplied, and 
approximately the same number of men 
made dentally fit for general military 
service. 

Now that this has been done, the prob- 
lem for the future will be to keep the 
teeth of the men in the Army up to re- 
quired military standards. This will re- 
quire fewer dental officers than were 
needed for the earlier and heavier re- 
sponsibility. 

Commanding officers are reminded that 
the primary consideration in recommend- 
ing release of dental officers is the main- 
tenance of the physical and professional 
standards of Dental Corps officer person- 
nel at the highest possible level. The fol- 
lowing priority is established for the re- 
lease of officers in replacement pools or 
elsewhere whose services can be spared: 

1. Officers not physically capable of do- 
ing a ful] day’s duty operating at a dental 
chair. 

2. Limited service officers requiring 
special consideration as to climate, diet, 
type of work, or who are qualified for 
assignment in the United States only. 

3. Officers whose relief from active duty 
can be accomplished under current War 
Department policies governing officer 
personnel generally. 

4. Officers selected by The Surgeon 
General who can be released with least 
detriment to the service. This category 
will be used after exhausting all others, 
to make up the number required to be 
released to reduce an existing surplus 
of dental officer personnel.

ASF Back on 48 Hour Week 


Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell, Command- 
ing General, Army Service Forces, an- 
nounced late last week that effective 1 
Oct. the 54-hour week will be relaxed in 
Headquarters, Army Service Forces; 
Headquarters, Service Commands, and 
certain field installations. 

Where there is no accumulation of 
unfinished work in excess of normal op- 
erating backlog, the working day will be 
reduced to eight hours, and leaves of ab- 
sence may be granted in accordance with 
current regulations. Instructions provide 
that where backlogs exist or where 
emergencies develop, work hours may 
again be increased. 

Relaxation of the 54-hour week is the 
result of the reduction in work backlog 
throughout the Army Service Forces, 
General Somervell stated. The longer 
week was instituted on 26 July as an 
emergency measure. Since that date the 
work load has been kept under constant 
survey and when it became evident this 
week that pressure had been satisfac- 
torily reduced, General Somervell ordered 
a relaxation of overtime schedules. 





New Post For General Meyer 


Maj. Gen. G. Ralph Meyer, command- 
ing general of the Coast Artillery Com- 
mand, Panama, since February, 1943, has 
been named Deputy Commander of the 
Panama Canal Department, succeeding 
Maj. Gen. William E. Shedd, recently 
transferred from there. Since General 
Shedd’s transfer, the commanding gen- 
eral of the Caribbean Defense Command 
and the Panama Canal Department, Lt. 
Gen: George H. Brett, has acted as his 
own deputy. 

Brig. Gen. Oliver L. Spiller has as- 
sumed command of the Coast Artillery 
Command, succeeding General Meyer.

The per diem rate now established is 
$7, with a deduction of $4 if government 
quarters are occupied.

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Raise Submarine Requirements 


In order to recruit better qualified per- 
sonnel for submarine duty, the Navy has 
somewhat raised the requirements for se- 
lection. 

Especially stressed in the new instruc- 
tions is that the personnel selected be sta- 
ble mentally. Also they must not disclose 
a poor service record. Age limits are not 
set on a definite basis. Maturity and sta- 
bility must be above average, no matter 
what the man’s age. Normally men under 
21 or over 30 will be carefully scrutinized. 

Requests for submarine duty are de- 
sired only from enlisted personnel in the 
following ratings: TM, TME, QM, SM, 
FC, FCS, S, EM, RM, RT, MoMM, F, Y, 
PhM (except PhM3c), SC, Bkr, StM. Ma- 
chinists’ mates are also desired, but their 
requests should state whether the appli- 
cant has had previous experience with in- 
ternal-combustion engines, and whether 
they desire to have their rating changed 
to motor machinist’s mate when quali- 
fied. 

It is desired that all enlisted person- 
nel in the following categories who are 
not now attached to submarines be as- 
signed immediately to submarine duty un- 
less the individual states that he does not 
desire sub duty: (1) Men qualified in sub- 
marines, (2) Men qualified in submarines 
but lapsed solely due to absence from sub- 
marine duty for six months or more, (3) 
graduates of the submarine school whose 
service or health records do not contain 
an entry stating that they are temper- 
amentally or physically disqualified or un- 
suitable for submarine duty. 





Create Rationing Officers

for administration of rationing programs, 
the Navy Department has ordered assign- 
ment of a rationing officer in each naval 
district and air functional training com- 
mand. If the work does not require full 
time, the post may be given as an addi- 
tional assignment.

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Submarine Combat Patrol Award 





A new Submarine Combat Patrol In- 
signia is to be awarded to officers and 
men of the Navy regularly assigned to 
submarine duty who complete one or more 
patrols during which the sub sigks or as- 
sists in sinking at least one enemy vessel 
or accomplish a combat mission of com- 
parable importance. 

The insignia, a miniature submarine, is 
to be worn in a horizontal position on the 
left breast and when worn with ribbons 
and medals shall be located just above 
the center of the ribbons or medals. Sub- 
marine officers who wear the submarine 
insignia dolphins in that position shall 
wear the submarine combat patrol in- 
signia in the corresponding position just 
below the center of the ribbons and 
medals. Appropriate notation will be 
made in the service record of each man 
eligible for the insignia. 

The insignia is punched to permit at- 
tachment of gold or silver stars to repre- 
sent additional missions, each gold star 
counting as one additional successful pa- 
trol and each silver star as five success- 
ful patrols. Three gold stars, therefore, 
would represent four successful missions. 





Supplies to Aid Jap Victory 


Lt. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift, 
USMC, Commandant of the Marine 


Corps told a meeting of officials at the 
War Manpower Commission 21 Sept. that 
“when the war in Europe folds up, the 
fighting in the Pacific, as far as the 
United States is concerned, will be far 
from over.” He stressed the necessity for 
an increasing flow of equipment and sup- 
plies for the war against Japan. 

“As we go forward in this fight in the 
Pacific,’ General Vandegrift said, “we 
have about reached the limit of the small 
islands and come to the larger land 
masses. This gives the Japanese the ad- 
vantage of shorter lines of supply, while 
it takes days longer for our supplies to 
get to their destination. For every mile 
west we move, more equipment is im- 
mobilized in shipment.” 


Torpedo Squadrons Insignia 

The Secretary of the Navy has ap- 
proved the wearing of a shoulder insignia 
for enlisted personnel regularly attached 
to motor torpedo boat squadrons. The 
circular insignia is white on a Navy blue 
background. It has the initials P.T. in 
the upper left-hand corner, and a torpedo 
across its center. The device will be worn 
on the left sleeve, the top to be one-half 
inch below the shouldér seam. 

Authorization to wear the insignia is 
terminated upon detachment from motor 
torpedo boat duty.

stated that now the Navy landing parties 
are learning to use these rockets in land- 
ing operations more effectively, mostly 

launched from landing craft. ’ 

The most widely used Army ground 
rockets are the bazooka and the 4.5-inch 
M8 projectile rocket. The bazooka, first 
employed during the North African cam- 
paign primarily for antitank use, fires a 
2.36-inch projectile which is highly effec- 
tive against armor. The 4.5-inch rocket, 


employed also in air-to-ground opera- | 


tions, is the most widely used of the 
medium-caliber rockets. Its explosive 
power is equivalent to that of a shell from 
a 105-mm howitzer, yet it may be 
launched from a launcher that weighs 
but a fraction as —— as a howitzer. 

While ground launchers are being used 
by Army and Navy units with excellent 
effect, the Army has so far made public 
only the M12 artillery rocket launcher, 
consisting of a single plastic tube which 
serves aS a carrying case and launcher 
for the rocket. The launchers may be 
wired into batteries to hur] salvos of 4.5- 
inch projectiles into enemy positions. 
Several launchers may be loaded into a 
jeep and rushed into action. 

Our air-to-ground assaults have been 
successful all over the world. P-38 
Lightnings, P-39 Airacobras, P-40s, P-37 
Thunderbolts, and P-51 Mustangs have 
been fitted with rockets slung in under- 
wing racks. In Burma, Army planes have 
combined rocket fire with bombing. Navy 
planes have raked Japanese installations 
with rocket, cannon and machinegun fire 
almost simultaneously and then finished 
the destruction with bombs up to 1,000 
Ibs. 

A Marine torpedo plane squadron made 
the first airborne rocket attack against 
the Japanese at Rabaul. The planes were 
equipped to fire the missiles from mech- 
anisms on both wings. Early this year, 
two Navy Grumman TBF Avengers de- 
stroyed a big German submarine in a 
matter of minutes in an attack in which 
rockets were used for the first time in 
that type of operation. The rockets were 
used along with depth bombs and guns. 

Aircraft rockets permit fighter and 
light bomber or attack planes to hurl 
greater concentrations of fire than their 
own cannon or machinegun can deliver, 
and to hurl them with greater accuracy 
than the equivalent weight of free-falling 
bombs,

OUR PRIORITY LIST 

1. Victory. 

2. Assurance now that personnel and equipment for our land, sea, and air forces will be 
maintained after the present war at such strength as the responsible heads of those Services 
determine necessary to assure this nation against future aggressors. 

8. Protection of Service personnel, active and retired, against undue reductions in their 
pay through imposition of the Victory tax and income taxes. 

4. Institution of studies looking toward the protection and development of just post-war 
systems of promotion for personnel of the permanent establishments. 

5. Strengthening of the post-war status of the National Guard and Reserves to assure 
thetr efficiency and permanency with continuance of full training facilities after the war. 

6. Upward revision of pension scales to assure Service widows a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel who use privately owned automobiles on govern- 
ment business. 





BECAUSE our men abroad realize the pride the American people have in their accom- 
plishments, we are sure they are observing with sardonic amusement the maneuv- 
ers which are inseparable from an election campaign. We are blindly talking at home 
af celebrating V-E Day when they are undergoing incredible danger’and hardship to 
force Germany and Japan to their knees. We are stressing demobilization and recon- 
version of Industry, whereas we should not let up for a moment in supplying replace- 
ments and reenforcements and munitions which also are essential to gigantic opera- 
tions. We are negotiating an international organization for the maintenance of post- 
war peace about which our personnel in the Armed Forces will have something to say 
when they are returned to civil life. All of which brings the sobering conclusion that 
to stew a rabbit it must first be caught. In that endeavor we are engaged, and to get 
cesults there cannot and must not be any relaxation of the home effort. Nor can 
politicians in the heat of campaign make promises, the execution of which depends 
apon the length of the war. This is a serious time when many words uttered will be 
taken at their face value. It is reckless to disturb minds by plegging imminent return 
of troops abread, and to talk about priority of discharge and then to reveal how we 
are planning to educate and amuse the garrisons we will maintain in Europe, and the 
arrangements in contemplation to transfer the veterans from there to Japan. What 
we must do, as our military leaders appreciate, is first to win the war. That is the 
primary priority. When that is accomplished, and it will be accomplished only by the 
continuance of maximum effort, then we can announce with definiteness what we will 
do about demobilization, reconversion, cancellation of war contracts, post-war security, 
etc. Meanwhile we can perfect plans and keep them up to date, but our real energies 
should be devoted to backing up our fighting men until our enemies actually have 
taid down their arms. By such conduct, and only by such conduct, will we prevent 
disappointment and grumbling both amongst the Armed Forces and the people at 
home and hasten the destruction of our enemies will to war. 


Hf IGH on the agenda of Congress when it reconvenes 14 Nov., should be legislation 
giving an improved post-war status to former enlisted men and warrant officers 
af the Regular Army who now hold temporary commissions in the Army of the United 
States. Under present conditions these men, who are really Army career men, have 
ao assurance of any permanent status after the war other than their last enlisted 
or warrant rank. When temporary commissions are vacated, officers of the Regular 
Army will return to their permanent rank, but their grades have been advancing in 
the normal flow of promotion, even faster than in peace time, even though they have 
in the meantime held higher temporary commissions. But permanent promotion in 
enlisted and non-commissioned grades has been frozen by suspension during the war. 
The contribution of these former enlisted men has been highly valuable. Many of 
them had much valuable experience during the years preceding the war, so that they 
fitted in readily as officers when their service was needed most. Throughout both 
the company and field grades they are now performing duties of utmost importance 
to the War effort. When the post-war expansion takes place, special consideration 
must be given to them on the basis of their particular value to the Army and its 
future training program. There also should be enacted legislation giving them better 
retirement assurance than they now have. Under present laws, they may be retired 
in their commissioned grade only if they are physically disabled and if a board deter- 
mines that their disability is due to their commissioned service. Should the board 
determine that their disability is traceable to their former enlisted service, then they 
are entitled only to retirement in their permanent enlisted grade. For men in similar 
circumstances who served in World War I there was legislation authorizing their 
retirement, no matter whether for length of service or whatever cause, in at least the 
grade of warrant officer. No such laws are applicable to men in this war. We urge 
that the committees of Congress turn their attention to this problem and enact ap- 
propriate legislation in this next session.

E.C.W.—There has been no legislation 
passed, or even proposed, which would reduce 
the retirement age for Regular Army enlisted 
men below the present 30 years. 


E.V.V.—No action has been taken on the bill 
which would commission Hospital Corpsmen 
after certain period of service. Frankly, we 
doubt that any action will be taken on this 
measure in the face of almost certain Navy 
Department opposition. 


A.C.—The various arms and services of the 
Army suspended permanent noncommissioned 
officer appointments at various dates. There 
was no uniform date for the Army as a whole. 
If your warrant reads “temporary,” your 
appointment was temporary, 


I.J.—If you revert to enlisted status and 
serve until retirement your rank after retire- 
ment will be that which you hold at the time 
of retirement. There is no laws giving en- 
listed men who hold commissions during this 
war any advanced rank at retirement. Such 
proposals have been made, but no action has 
been taken upon them. 


E.F.G. and A.J.—The Merritt Bill is strict- 


_ly a pay bill, but your statement that ex- 


enlisted men may count commissioned service 
towards retirements is correct. In your case, 
you would have to be discharged, reenlisted 
and then retired in enlisted grade.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


foreign Affairs—The first meeting of the World Security Conference concluded its 
sessions yesterday just short of complete agreement. Details of the organization, 
the set-up of the executive council and the international court of justice to deal with 
justiciable disputes all appear to have been decided upon in their general form. 
The disputable point revolves around the question as to whether one of the four mem- 
bers of the council, Great Britain, Russia, United States and China, whose veto 
ordinarily would prevent the use of the organization’s armed forces against a nation 
charged with aggression, would be permitted to exercise that veto in the event they 
were the nation so charged. In the meetings just concluded, at which China was not 
represented, it is reported that the United States and Great Britain took the stand 
that the Executive Council should be able to take action against a potential or actual 
aggressor whenever a majority of the 11 members of the council, including all the 
“permanent members,” voted to do so, but they favored the insertion of a qualification 
to the effect that no nation should have the right to veto action by the whole league 
if it was itself a party to the dispute. The Russian delegates, it was said, did not 
favor this proviso and it was on this difference of opinion that the delegates failed to 
ceach 100 per cent agreement. The question of considerable import to the United 
States—whether the council could order the employment of its forces, including the 
United States contingent, without specific authority of Congress—has, it is under- 
stood, been circumvented in the draft drawn up at the meeting by an understanding 
that this function shall be carried out in accordance with the legal constitutional 
processes of the member nations. Thus it seems that this problem devolves upon 
Congress, which may decide to require our member on the council to consult it before 
voting, may give him the power to vote the use of force in the Americas but not 
abroad, or may delegate full powers to him. 

The conference took six weeks, double the time the authorities thought it would. 
They now estimate that the second series of meetings, at which the Chinese delegates 
will replace those from Soviet Russia, will run about ten days. In spite of the delay 
and the failure to reach complete agreement there is considerable optimism that the 
“full dress” meeting with the smaller members of the United Nations still can be held 
later this year and that it will be possible to have a meeting of minds on the final 
draft and have it before the Senate for approval early next year, 

Correlated with the problem of world Security is the problem of the ultimate dis- 
position of our enemy nations. The German problem will have to be faced first, 
whether it is within a few months or as Prime Minister Churchill fears, toward the 
latter half of 1945, and it is to that phase that major attention is now being devoted. 
{n this country there has been a major divergence between two factions studying the 
question for the President—-Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau on one side, and 
Secretary of State Hull and Secretary of War Stimson on the other. Secretary Mor- 
genthau is said to have strongly supported a plan which would have provided for the 
complete dissolution of Germany’s industrial system and the relegation of that nation 
to a community of small farms. He proposed that such German machinery as may 
be desired and needed by other nations be turned over to them and the balance dis- 
mantled or destroyed, that Germany’s mines be sealed, and that her larger farms 
be broken up into small areas and assigned to families. Opposed to this was the 
belief that Germany's industrial system is vital to the other nations of Europe, that 
the complete elimination of it would disjoint the economy of Europe, and that the 
best plan would be to deprive Germany of any industry or war materials that might 
contribute to the rebuilding of her war system, but permit her to continue with 
purely civilian industries, always, of course, closely supervised to prevent the surrepti- 
tious reconstruction of war industries. Latest reports have it that President Roosevelt 
will not accept the Morgenthau plan and has advised his committees to work along 
other lines. In Britain there is the same division of opinion while Russia has not 
made known her views, so that when the question comes up for final settlement the 
same problems are bound to arise. 

As to Italy, the first of the Axis nations to fall, it was revealed this week that 
President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill decided, at a meeting held at Hyde 
Park, to accept her as a member. of the United Nations “devoted to the principles of 
peace and democracy” and willing to fight on the side of the democracies. An official 
statement said that while they were “horrified by the recent mob action in Rome,” 
an increasing measure 6f control will be handed over gradually to the Italian Admin- 
istration, subject to its proving that it can maintain law and order. Consequently, 
the Italian government has been invited to send diplomatic representatives to Wash- 
iagton and London. In Italy the announcement was received with the expected 
enthusiasm and a statement that Italy now considers herself at war with Japan. 
Italy, according to Viscounte Giovanni Venosti, Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
will fight beside the Allies to the end. British Prime Minister Churchill, in his report 
to Parliament this week, said that the number of Italians fighting beside the Allies 
on the Italian front would soon be more than doubled. 

Further changes in the set-up of the Polish government-in-exile in London, may 
be expected in view of Prime Minister Churchill’s statement praising that nation, but 
adding that there would have to be territorial changes in the Polish frontier and that 
“Russia has a right to our support in this matter.” Already the Cabinet of the London 
Polish organization has demanded unanimously the dismissal of General Kasimierz 
Sosnkowski, the anti-Russian commander-in-chief. This, taken together with our 
appointment of a diplomatic representative to the government in exile, points to an 
early rapport between the London and Moscow factions on the Polish question. 

The sessions of the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration 
closed in Montreal this week with an address by Director General Lehman in which he 
said that the work of the organization in the liberated regions of Europe and Asia 
depends on continued support and cooperation by the 44 participating governments 
and the Allied military authorities and control commissions in occupied territories. 
Despite reassuring statements given by military men, it appears there is still dis- 
content in the UNRRA over the possibility that the military and not their organization 
will be the responsible authority for relief in Europe for some time after victory. 
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Medical Department—The 32nd OCS class, the first to graduate from the Medical 
Administrative School, Camp Barkeley, Texas, since last May, was graduated 20 
Sept. An address was delivered by Brig. Gen. Roy C. Heflebower, commanding gen- 
eral of the ASF Training Center. At the present time there are four classes in various 
stages of the 17-week instruction course. . 

A new publication, “Reconditioning News Letter,” is now being distributed 





monthly by The Office of The Surgeon General to all hospital commanders and service 


command surgeons. Its aim is to familiarize hospital personnel with new ideas, 
practices and procedures connected with the reconditioning program. Sources of the 
items published are reports made by inspecting officers from The Surgeon General’s 
Office, chiefs of the reconditioning branches in service commands, medical officers 
and others familiar with the program. 

The naming of Rodriguez General Hospital at San Juan, P. R., in honor of the 
memory of Maj. Fernando E. Rodriguez, U. S. Army Dental Corps, is announced by 
the War Department. This is the second of the 60 Army General Hospitals to have 
been named for a Dental Corps officer. 


Army Air Forces—Allied aircraft in the European theater have been in action on 
several occasions with German jet-propelled fighters, the Army Air Forces and the 
Royal Air Force jointly announced 27 Sept. The appearance of these aircraft had 
been expected and their design and operational characteristics appear to follow 
closely the estimates which had been formed of them. Their speed and rate of climb 
are high but they have shown themselves to possess poor maneuverability. It was 
also announced that the development of British and American jet-propelled aircraft 
has made progress. 

Thousands of AAF technicians are training in schools in England in order to 
keep up with the advance of aviation through new developments, Col. Jack Riley, 
chief of Training and Organization at headquarters of the United States Stratezie 
Air Forces in Europe, reported to the War Department 29 Sept. 

“Experience proved to us,” Colonel Riley said, “that training becomes obsolete 
as fast as airplanes. New kinds of planes and new kinds of equipment require highly 
trained technicians to maintain them. No use in sending over an expert with every 
new development, so we keep up a constant training schedule in England to meet our 
special needs.” There are more than 500 different kinds of technical jobs which 
require special training, he said. Electronics, hydraulics, gun turrets, engines and 
instruments are some examples that need highly trained specialists to maintain them. 

Latest battle aids in the newest B-17 bombers are greater visibility, more armor- 
plating around gun positions and staggered gun ports at the newly covered-in waist 
positions, the Lookheed Aircraft Corporation announced recently. The B-17 tail 
gunner operates from a newly designed turret which gives the twin .50’s a 90-degree 
swing of fire throughout the cone as compared with 60 degrees on the old type. The 
turret has already been tested in combat. Full plexi-glass sides and top give better 
and quicker view and an all-around flak curtain provides needed protection. Addi- 
tional protection has been added by a quadrangle of ineh-thick bullet-proof glass in 
front of the gunner’s face. Waist gun ports are enlarged and closed with plexi-glass. 
Side position modifications give more freedom of action and more protection against 
frontal attacks is provided by greater movability of cheek guns. 

AIR SERVICE COMMAND—The story of the job done by the mechanics of Maj. 
Gen. Thomas J. Hanley, jr., CBI Air Service Command, in establishing the bases 
and supplying the needs of the Superfortress men who are striking at Japan, can 
now be told for the first time. To the service group personnel under the command 
of Col. Paul A. Cunyus fell the task of creating the bases, staffing them, feeding the 
ever increasing troops, paying them, housing them, repairing their vehicles and arma- 
ment, supplying gasoline and setting up the airdrome defense against any conceiv- 
able attack. ‘ 

The Air Engineers created the bases in the short span of 90 days, using thou- 
sands of Chinese coolie laborers. Personnel who were to staff the bases had not 
arrived from India when the first problems of supply arose and it was necessary 
to bring in experienced troops from other Chinese bases. A Quartermaster company 
and an Ordnance company were flown in and immediately went to work establishing 
a supply system, vehicle maintenance, and an air freight section. 2nd Lt. Samuel T. 
Gates was the first Air Freight officer and Lt. Louis Bloom commanded the Quarter- 
master detachment. 

In April of this year the methbers of Colonel Cunyus’ ASC Service Group began 
arriving from India, taking over the duties of the two temporary Quartermaster and 
Ordnance companies. The sector was then under command of Col. Walter Urbach. 
The vanguard of the present Signal Company arrived, commanded by Capt. Francis 
Fee. A modern hospital was established on the campus of a Chinese university. 
With the first raids only a few weeks away, servicing and supplying was carried on 
by Ordnance companies under command of Maj. Henry A. Rassmusen, and Quarter- 
master companies, commanded by Lt. Col. Harold Moran. When the first B-29’s 
arrived, fire fighting precautions and Chemical Warfare defenses were set up under the 
direction of Maj. Louis A. Carville, jr. 


Navy Chaplains Corps—Word has come from Tagachan Point, Guam, of the dedica- 
tion there of the Third Marine Division Cemetery No.1. Chaplains of the Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish faiths on duty with the division conducted services appropriate 
to their religious beliefs. 

On that occasion, Maj. Gen. Allen H. Turnage, commanding general of the divi- 
sion, said, “Some had to die. Only by the grace of God we speak today instead of being 
spoken of. We live and we won because some rushed a cliff, some silenced machine 
guns, some were targets for a sniper’s last shot. We must not think of such men as 4 
military table of profit and loss, nor as rows and ranks of crosses. We shall remember 
them as they were—our brave comrades by whose action the battle was won.” 


Army Chaplains Corps—Walter B. Zimmerman, of the Office of Chief of Chaplains, 
will address a Conference Retreat to be held at the Washington Cathedral, Washing- 
ton, D. C., on 2 Oct., under the auspices of the Department of Evangelism of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America. His subject will be “The 
Soldier and His Religion.”

Burma-India theatre. 
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Bureau of Ships—The cruiser Portsmouth, hondring the Virginia and New Hamp- 
shire cities of that name, was launched 20 Sept. at the yards of the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co., Newport News, Va. Sponsors from each city chris- 
tened the vessel. 

The cruiser St. Paul, sixth of the Baltimore class, was christened in honor of the 
Minnesota capital, by Mrs. John J. McDonough, wife of the Mayor of St. Paul, 16 
Sept. The vessel was launched at the Fore River yards of the Bethlehem Steel Co., 
Quincy, Mass. 

The 2,200-ton destroyer Compton, honoring the late Lewis Compton, former As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, was launched 17 Sept. at the Kearny, N. J., yards of the 
Federal Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co. Mrs. Beatrice Vincent Compton, widow of 
the former Assistant Secretary, was sponsor. Another launching at the Kearny yard 
the same date was the destroyer Gainard. The Gainard was sponsored’by Mrs. Ethel 
May Wass Gainard, widow of Capt. Joseph A. Gainard, USN, for whom the vessel 
was named. 

The auxiliary oiler Anacostia, named for the river near Washington, D. C., was 
launched 24 Sept. at Marinship yards, Sausalito, Calif. The wife of Rear Adm. Henry 
F. Bruns, superintending civil engineer for the Bureau of Yards and Docks in ten 
western states, was sponsor. 

The submarines Argonaut and Quillback will be launched at the Portsmouth, 
N. H., Navy Yard 1 Oct. They will be sponsored by Mrs. A. R. McCann and Mrs. 
J. A. Tyree, ir., respectively. 


Transportation Corps—A one-way 200-mile speedway has been devised in France 
to enable supply trucks to keep pace with the fast-moving Allied combat forces, 
Since D-Day the Motor Transport Brigade, commanded by Col. @larence W. Rich- 
mond, had been speeding food, ammunition and gasoline to doughboys and tank 
squads. But when the breakthrough was accomplished and exploited by ground 
troops the supply forces began to experience difficulty in keeping up with the ad- 
vances. As a result the new U. S. Army “Red Ball Express,” probably the longest 
and fastest truck train in history, was inaugurated by Colonel Richmond and Brig. 
Gen. Ewart G. Plank, U. 8. Army, Commanding General of the Advanced Section, 
Communications Zone, European Theater of Operations. 

The highway is a giant loop that feeds one-way traffic of thousands of loaded 
trucks to the front lines and sends empty ones back to Normandy for more cargo. 
Trucks travel down one side of the loop and return on the other side. Every truck 
is labeled “priority” by a red disk on its front and rear. The same red ball is painted 
on the helmets of the special force of military police which controls the road. To 
keep supplies moving steadily, trucks are moved in large convoys, maintaining a 
constant speed and regular spaced intervals. 4 

In case of a breakdown, no truck holds up a convoy. The driver pulls out of 
line and repairs his truck while the others continue on. If he is unable to repair it, 
a “Red Ball” ordnance crew either makes the repair or assigns a new truck. The 
driver then waits on the side of the road until another convoy comes along. He rejoins 
his unit at a regular convoy exchange point at the Normandy terminal. 

The “Red Ball Line” provides a bivouac area halfway along the road where 
drivers are changed. While the new drivers keep the trucks moving those who are 
relieved can bathe, eat a hot meal, and catch up on sleep. Then they meet the convoy 
on the other side of the loop at the halfway point of the return trip, and another 
change of drivers is made. 


Corps of Engineers—The National Safety Council will award the “Distinguished 
Service to Safety” pennant to the Corps of Engineers at its 33rd Congress in Chicago, 
Ill., 3 Oct. This will be the second successive year that the Engineers will have re- 
ceived the award. Maj. Gen. Eugene Reybold, Chief of Engineers, will accept the 
award for the corps. 

The presentation is being made for the contribution of safety to personnel in 
the building of all types of construction from light wooden types of housing to com- 
plete airfields, locks And dams, and giant bombproof seacoast fortifications. 

The noteworthy record of the Engineers from 1941 to the end of 1943, “a lower 
rate of accident experience than in all but a few construction companies and lower 
than the forecasts of the most optimistic safety engineers,” involving construction 
for more than 7,000,000 members of the Army, has resulted in the lowering of insur- 
ance rates charged by civilian companies for personnel engaged on army projects to the 
rates charged for employees of civilian construction firms. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Comdr. John W. Guider (SC) USNR, has been 
appointed “Supply Coordinator ( Electronics)” in the office of the Bureau’s Adminis- 
trative Officer. As such, he has cognizance of al] BuSandA functions and responsi- 
bilities connected with the storage and distribution of electronics material. Com- 
mander Guider has served for a year and one-half as officer-in-charge of procurement 
of electronics material attached to the Bureau of Ships. In view of this experience, 
he has been given additional duties with the Bureau of Ships on all matters relating 
to such material and requiring action in which the two Bureaus have a joint interest. 
The purpose of the electronics material program is to improve the service of the 
Supply Officers for Radio so that they may properly meet the increasing important 
demands in handling the heavy volume of electronics material in the coming months. 

Increased quotas of storekeeper personnel from fleet and shore activities for 
assignment to the Aviation Storekeepers School, Jacksonville, Fla., have been ap- 
proved by the Bureau of Naval Personnel. Simultaneously, a decrease in the number 
of trainees assigned from Class “A” General Storekeeper Schools has been ordered. 
The change in quotas is being affected gradually and, by 23 Oct. 1944, will result in 
97 students being received for each class from fleet and shore activities, and 25 
students directly from Class “A” General Storekeeper Schools. Courses in the Avia- 
tion Storekeepers School begin each two weeks and are of six weeks’ duration. 





Courses include studies in aircraft parts identification and nomenclature, the use of 
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aircraft manufacturers’ catalogs, photographic catalogs, erection and maintenance 
of manuals, and the Aviation Supply Office catalog. 





Signal Corps—Col. Hugh Mitchell, returned recently from the Southwest Pacific 
theater, has been named commanding officer of the Western Signal Corps Training 
Center at Camp Kohler, succeeding Col. John Autrey, whose new assignment has not 
been announeed. Lt. Col. Gary S. Daugherty, former assistant commandant of the 
Southern Signal Corps School at Camp Murphy, Fla., has also been assigned to duty 
at Camp Kohler. 

Officers assigned recently to duty in the Procurement and Distribution Service, 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer, include Col. Howard A. Jones to the Procurement 
Division, Lt. Col. John A. Proctor to the Production Division, and Lt. Col. John S. G. 
Rottner to the Purchases Branch. 

Col. Louis J. Tatom, recently returned from Panama after five years’ service, 
has been assigned as commanding officer at Camp Murphy, Fla., where Lt. Col John 
A. Ord has been temporarily in command. A veteran of 23 years in the Army, 
Colonel Tatom’s last assignment was as Panama Department Signal Officer. 

The Legion of Merit has been awarded Col. Rex Van Den Corput, jr., for services 
in connection with the development and procurement of radar for the Army. “His 
extraordinary ability to analyze the manifold problems of engineering, manufactur- 
ing, inspection and introduction into service,” reads the citation, in part, “and his 
exceptional ability immediately to reach sound decisions contributed to a marked 
degree to the early availability to and effective employment by the Army of radar. 
With the greatest energy and ability he integrated existing organizations and de- 
veloped a large, highly effective engineering organization covering every phase of the 
communication and electronic industry of the Nation.” Colonel Corput is now serving 
overseas. 

Col. Laurence Watts, commanding officer of the Holabird Signal Depot, Balti- 
more, has announced that Maj. Richard S. Crocker has been assigned as Chief Ad- 
ministrative Division, to replace Lt. Col. William T. Medford who has been assigned 
to another post. 

Change 2, AR 105-45, makes several changes in Signal Corps reports. The 
quarterly report to the Chief Signal Officer, on all Signal Corps matters not covered 
by special reports, is suspended. The change rescinds the semi-annual financial 
report and the repprt of estimates of funds required. The organization report, ren- 
dered on the last day of each month by the commanding officer of each signal battalion, 
is also rescinded. 


Bureau of Aeronauties—A Navy Kingfish observation plane recently shot it out 
with three Jap Zeros over Iwo Jima, knocking one down and escaping from the.other 
two. The lightly armed plane was piloted by Lt. Robert W. Hengershott, USNR. The 
Jap planes were spotted by AR2/c Arthur E. Hickman, Lieutenant Hendershott’s rear 
seat aircrewman. The Zeros made other attacks, completely riddling the fuselage, 
but they pulled away when the plane reached its protective screen of U. S. destroyers 
and cruisers. 

A new gyroscopic gunsight “brain” which is capable of computing automatically 
the distance an enemy plane must be “led” to score a hit and keeps before the pilot 
or gunner constantly an accurate image of the target is now in mass production. The 
new gyro “lead computing” gunsight brain, now in mass production by Bendix Avia- 
tion Corporation, is the American version of the British Mark II-D device which in 
the past six months has enabled the Royal Air Force to double its destruction rate 


of German planes. 


Corps of Military Police—The Corps of Military Police on 26 Sept. observed its 
third anniversary as a separate service. Founded on 26 Sept. 1941, the 8,500 officers 
and approximately 200,000 men of the Corps today are serving on all the world’s 
fighting fronts. 

“The Corps was founded to meet a definite need revealed by our experiences in 
the World War,” said Maj. Gen. Archer L. Lerch, The Provost Marshal General. 

On the fighting fronts military police play an indispensable role through their 
traffic control work in delivering supplies and replacements to the front. They land 
with the first waves of invasion troops and immediately put into effect a traffic con- 
trol plan so that the beaches can be quickly cleared of supplies. They control traffic 
all the way to the front lines, many times under direct fire from the enemy. They 
‘handle all prisoners of war after they have been taken by front-line combat troops. 
Especially trained prisoner-of-war processing companies pass them on after minimum 
processing to escort guard companies which keep them in custody until they are safely 
lodged in prisoner-of-war enclosures in the Communication Zones or else have been 
sent to the United States. They guard vital supplies and communications lines at the 
front, often within sight of the enemy. They take special training for combating 
enemy parachute troops that might be dropped behind the lines for the purpose of 
destroying these supplies or communications lines. 


Quartermaster Corps—Appointment of Lt. Col. Robert L. Maby as commanding 
officer of the Somerville, N. J., Sub-Depot, has been announced by Col. George F. 
Spann, commanding officer of the Jersey City Quartermaster Depot. Colonel Maby 
succeeds Col. Alexander A. Dobak, who has been assigned as Director of Supply of 
the parent depot. 

A new portable cooking stove, which provides hot meals for 20 to 30 men and 
is designed especially for use by small, isolated detachments, has been developed 
by the Office of The Quartermaster General. The new stove weighs 80 pounds and 
can be disassembled and packed in two parts, weighing 40 pounds each, which can be 
conveniently carried by two men using light, plywood pack boards. Cooking utensils 
and pots are packed in the upper half of the stove, and the stovepipe and burner are 
stowed away in the lower half. The burner operates efficiently on any grade of gaso- 
line or kerosene. The fuel is gravity fed from a regular “blitz” can—the standard 
five-gallon container used overseas—through a small hose to which is attached an 
adapter to fit the can. 

All future procurements of cotton khaki shirts and trousers for the Army by 
the Quartermaster Corps will be made without the inclusion of gas protective flaps, 
flies and gussets, the War Department announced 24 Sept. These protective features 
still remain im the specifications for herringbone twill and wool serge OD combat 
uniforms. 

A new portable gasoline-operated refrigerator, designed by the Office of The 
Quartermaster General for holding fresh meats at 10 degrees Fahrenheit, when out- 
side temperatures are 120 or higher, is now in production and the first shipments 





are now arriving in many of the Pacific Theaters of operation. Each unit is niounted 
on skids, but two refrigerators stocked with meat are usually loaded on a 214-ton 
truck to make regular trips from division headquarters to advance areas near the 
battle lines. The refrigerator has an inside volume of 2614 cubic feet. 


Ordnance Department—A new armor-piercing incendiary bullet has been devised 
by Army Ordnance and is now being used by American airmen on all battlefronts 
Early in the war the self-sealing gasoline tank was adequate protection against 
tracer bullets. Last year a .50 caliber incendiary bullet, able to explode in a pierced 
tank, was introduced. The enemy’s answer to this was a protective armo'ron tanks 
Research was expedited in the Ordnance Department, and the result is the new 
armor-piercing incendiary projectile. The new bullet, now in mass production, has 
been supplied in large quantities to air forces in Europe and the Southwest Pacific. 

America’s new tank destroyer, the M-18, proved its effectiveness in combat soon 
after the invasion of France, the War Department announced thig week. As far 
back as 1942 a growing need was seen for a tank destroyer that would be light. 
mobile and speedy, mounting a powerful gun, The M-18, according to Capt. Charlie 
R. Adkins, Army automotive expert who witnessed its performance in Normandy, 
is the answer to this need. The speed of the vehicle tends to minimize danger from 





mines. Once a break is made it moves so rapidly that the enemy finds it difficult tu 


strew new mine fields in its path.

Airborne Maneuvers 


Airborne invasion maneuvers involving 
approximately 10,000 troops got under 
way late last week in the Camp Mackall 
Laurinburg-Maxton Army Air Base area 
in North Carolina, with a parachute 
landing by 1,600 troops on the night of 
24 Sept. 

Over 200 gliders were also landed in 
the area, including the large CG-13, ca- 
pable of carrying more than 30 men and 
used in a tactical maneuver for the first 
time to transport in sections a complete 
evacuation hospital. 

The first phase, nearly all under cover 
of darkness, is considered the most dif- 
ficult of such an operation. During this 
phase casualties were 13 dead and 58 in- 
jured. Of these, 12 men, four crew mem- 
bers and eight Airborne troops lost their 
lives as a C-47 troop carrier crashed and 
burned on the field while the large-scale 
parachute jumps was in progress. The 
other death was that of a parachute 
jumper. 

A combined operation by an entire Air- 
borne division and a Troop Carrier wing. 
the maneuver will be completed witb 
ground phases lasting until early next 
month. The initial maneuvers were ob- 
served by many general officers of the 
Army and by general .officers of the 
British, Canadian and French Armies. 

Troops involved consisted of: 

An Airborne division, Troop Carrier 
headquarters, wing provisional signa! 
company, two Troop Carrier groups (re 
inforced), Air Corps resupply squadron 
evacuation hospital, three Quartermaster 
truck companies, Airborne tank company. 
Parachute Infantry battalion, Parachute 
Field Artillery Battalion, Parachute Ib- 
fantry company, division reconnaissance 
troop, automatic weapons battalion, sig- 
nal operations battalion (reinforced) 
Military Police Company, two medica 
collecting companies, Airborne Ceuter 
headquarters company and an Engineer 
battalion. 

Directors of the maneuver are Maj 
Gen. Henry Terrell, jr., and Col. J. 1 
Dalby, of the Airborne Center. Assist- 
ant directors are Col. Erickson S. Nicb- 
ols, of the Troop Carrier Command, Co! 
M. A. Quinto, of the Airborne enter, and 
Col. Robert Aloe. Maj. Gen. E. G. Chap 
man is commander of the Airborne Divi- 
sion employed. The purpose of the ma 
neuver is to finish out the training 0 
the units involved.

U. S. War Round Up 
Highlights of communiques from the fronts. 
NAVY DEPARTMENT 
No. 546, 23 Sept.—Mediterranean Area: 1. 
During recent operations in the Mediter- 
ranean the following U. 8S. vessels were lost 
as the result of enemy action: PT’s—202, 218, 
555; LST—282, YMS—21, YMS—24. 

CINCPAC 

No. 124, 20 Sept.—During the afternoon of 
19 Sept. organized enemy resistance ceased 
on Angaur Island. The 81st Infantry Division 
is proceeding with mopping-up operations. 

No. 125, 20 Sept.—During 19 Sept. the First 
Marine Division continued to apply heavy 
pressure on the left flank of our front on 
Peleliu Island, seeking to dislodge the enemy 
from strong defensive positions in the rough 
terrain which parallels the western shore. 
The enemy resistance is bitter, but slow 
progress is being made, and in one sector 11 
field guns, 70 machine guns, and 23 mortars 
have been captured by our forces. 

No. 126, 21 Sept.—The First Marine Division 
made minor gains in a northerly direction 
along the western ridge of Peleliu Island on 
20 Sept., facing stiff opposition from the en- 
emy troops well entrenched in precipitous 
terrain. Our attack was preceded by gunfire 
from cruisers and destroyers and by bomb- 
ing. Meantime, our forces occupied the entire 
east coast of Peleliu, including the island of 
Ngabad. 

No. 127, 21 Sept.—Carrier aircraft of the Pa- 
cific Fleet swept the Island of Luzon in the 
heart of Philippines on 20 Sept. striking in 
great force at shipping in Manila Bay and in 
Subic Bay, at enemy installations at Clark 
Field and Nichols Field near Manila, and at 
the Cavite Naval Base. 

One hundred and ten enemy aircraft were 
shot down in the air and 95 were destroyed 
on the ground. The following additional 
damage was inflicted on the enemy: 

Enemy ships sunk: One large destroyer 
leader, Four large oil tankers, One small oil 
tanker, Two large cargo ships, One medium 
cargo ship, Two small cargo ships. 

Enemy ships damaged: including those 
probably sunk, One destroyer, Two large oil 
tankers, One large transport, Ten large cargo 
ships, Twelve medinm cargo ships, One float- 
ing dry dock, Two barges. 

No, 128, 22 Sept.—On Peleliu Island the en- 
emy continued to resist bitterly from heavily 
fortified defense positions on Umurbrogol 
Mountain during 21 Sept. Troops of the First 
Marine Division were unable to make any 
appreciable progress along the western arm 
of the island. 

No. 129, 23 Sept. — Carrier-based planes 
bombed Yap Island on 21 September, finding 
new worthwhile targets, no airborne opposi- 
tion and only moderate antiaircraft fire. 

Enemy forces on Peleliu Island were slowly 
but steadily being pushed toward the north- 
ern end of the island during 22 Sept. Gare- 
koru Village and a small, unnamed island 
along the east coast were occupied by United 
States Marines. Approximately three-fourths 
of the island is now in our hands. 

No. 130, 24 Sept.—Carrier-hased aircraft of 
the Pacific Fleet, continuing the smashing at- 
tack against the Northern Philippines begun 
on 20 Sept., took an additional heavy toll of 
enemy planes, ships, and ground installa- 
tions on 21 Sept. The following damage, part 
of which has been previously reported, was 
inflicted at and near Clark and Nichols Fields, 
in the Manila Harbor area and at the Cavite 
Naval Base during the two day operations in 
Southern Luzon: 

Ships sunk: 40 classified as ships; six small 





craft; Ships probably sunk, 11 classified as 
ships; Ships damaged, 35 classified as ships; 
11 small craft; two floating drydocks; Air- 
craft destroyed ; 169 planes shot down in com- 
bat ; 188 planes destroyed on the ground; Air- 
craft damaged, 45 planes probably damaged 
on the ground; three planes damaged by 
ships’ gunfire. 

Ground installations damaged and de- 
stroyed: Extensive and widespread damage 
was done to buildings, warehouses, railroad 
equipment, oil storage tanks, harbor instal- 
lations, hangars, shops and stored supplies 
and equipment. 

Our own losses in this daring and highly 
successful strike were 11 planes in combat, 
10 pilots and five aircrewmen. There was no 
loss or damage to any of our surface ships.

aircraft of the Third Fleet have supported the 
assaults on Palau. Our own combat losses 
have been 51 planes, 37 pilots and 20 crew- 
men. 

The operations of the Third Fleet have 
forced the enemy to withdraw his naval forces 
from their former anchorages in the Philip- 
pines and to seek new refuges in the same 
general area, have disrupted inter-island com- 
munications, and have broken his air force in 
the Philippines just as operations of the Fifth 
Fleet broke the enemy carrier-based air force 
in the Battle of the Philippine Sea. 

No. 131, 25 Sept.—Units of the First Marine 
Division maneuvered so as to by-pass enemy 
strongpoints on Peleliu Island and made sub- 
stantial progress in a northerly direction 
along the western arm of the island during 
24 Sept. Certain elements of the Sist Infan- 
try Division have reinforced the First Marine 
Division, while other elements are continuing 
to mop up on Angaur Island. Through 24 
September our troops had counted 8.288 en- 
emy dead, of which 7,313 were killed on 
Pelelin and the remainder of 975 killed on 
Angaur. Heavy fighting continues, 

No, 132, 26 Sept.—Elements of the First Ma- 
rine Division drove almost to Akarakoro 
Point at the northern extremity of Peleliu 
Island during 25 Sept. while other elements 
of the First Division maneuvered to encircle 
bitterly resisting remnants of the enemy en- 
trenched on Umurbrogol Hill. Units of the 
8ist Infantry Division took additional high 
ground in the center of the western arm of 
the island. 

Our casualties in the fighting to seize the 
Palau Islands through 25 September are as 
follows: First Marine Division, Killed in Ac- 
tion, 580; Wounded in Action, 3,639; Missing 
in Action, 401. 8ist Infantry Division, Killed 
in Action, 106; Wounded in Action, 769; Miss- 
ing in Action, 5, 

TWENTIETH AIR FORCE 

No, 18, 27 Sept.—A large force of B-29 Su- 
perfortresses from the Twentieth Bomber 
Command struck for the third time yesterday 
at industrial targets in Anshan, occupied 
Manchuria. This was a daylight attack from 
China bases, a continuation of the campaign 
for reduction of Japanese steel production. 

Results of the mission were not conclusive- 
ly known, since the bombing was accom- 
plished chiefly through a heavy cloud cover. 
Simultaneously with the operation against 
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Anshan, other Superfortresses attacked the 
dock areas of Dairen, Manchuria, and mili- 
tary targets at Loyang and Kaifeng, in oc- 
cupied China, with observed bombing results 
reported to be good by returning crews. 

Enemy antiaircraft fire was reported weak, 
and fighter opposition was light. None of our 
planes was lost on the mission. 

ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY FORCE 

No. 165, 20 Sept.—The advance of the Allied 
forces in Holland has continued rapidly. 
Ground troops made contact yesterday with 
more airborne formations. Eindhoven is in 
our hands and our armored units have ad- 
vanced nearly forty miles to the area of Nij- 
megen. 

No. 166, 21 Sept. — There hag been heavy 
fighting in the area of Nijmegen, where the 
Allied land and airborne forces have linked 
up. The base of the Allied salient has been 
widened and airborne landings have been 
further reinforced. 

No. 167, 22 Sept.—Our armored forces, hav- 
ing captured the bridge at Nijmegen in con- 
junction with airborne troops, crossed to the 
north bank of the Waal [Rhine] and pushed 
on north, 

The town of Nijmegen has been cleared of 
the enemy. 

No. 168, 23 Sept.—Clearing of the Boulogne 
area has been completed with the capture of 
Le Portel. 

Other troops crossed to the north of the 
Waal [Rhine] and after bitter fighting be- 
tween Nijmegen and Arnhem our troops 
reached the southern bank of the Neder Ryn. 

No, 169, 24 Sept.—Fighting was particularly 
fierce in the vicinity of Arnhem, where the 
enemy is exerting very strong pressure, We 
have increased our hold on the area between 
the Neder Rijn [Lek] and the Waal [Rhine]. 

Our position in the Nijmegen area has been 
improved. 

No. 170, 25 Sept.—Fierce fighting continues 
in the Arnhem area where we have succeeded 
in passing some reinforcements to the north 
bank of the river under cover of darkness. 

East of Nijmegen. Allied troops have en- 
tered German territory in the neighborhood 
of the Reichswald. 

No. 171, 26 Sept.—Allied troops have made 
good gains on the east of the Eindhoven- 
Nijmegen salient. Helmond and Deurne have 
been captured and we have advanced several 
miles to the north. 

STRATEGIC AIR FORCES, EUROPE 

21 Sept.—Eighth Air Force B-17 Flying For- 
tresses and B-24 Liberators in medium 
strength Thursday bombed a synthetic oil 
plant at Ludwigshafen, railway marshalling 
yards at Mainz and Coblenz and other targets 
in western Germany. 

25 Sept.—More than 1,200 heavy bombers of 
the United States Righth Air Force on Mon- 
day attacked several large railroad marshal- 
ing yards serving the western front and other 
military and industrial objectives in western 
Germany. 

26 Sept.—Rail centers at Osnabrueck and 
Hamm, in northwest Germany, which could 
handle a heavy flow of personnel and supplies 
for use against the Allied airborne troops in 
Holland, and industrial targets at Bremen 
were bombed Tuesday. 

ALLIED HQ., SW PACIFIC 

21 Sept.—Philippines: Our heavy units, in 
adverse weather, attacked airdrome, defense, 
supply and personnel installations in the 
Davao area with 120 tons of bembs, Many 
fires and explosions were observed. There 
was no interception. 

22 Sept. — Celebes: Escorted heavy and 
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medium units during the day dropped 155 
tons of bombs on an enemy air center in 
northeastern Celebes. Airdrome, buildings 
and personnel were heavily hit. 

23 Sept.—New Britain: Our light bombers 
executed daylight attacks on enemy installa- 
tions in the Rabaul area, and patrol planes 
raided at night. 

24 Sept.—New Guinea: As a result of con- 
tinued mopping-up operations by ground 
forces and naval patrol actions, 835 more 
enemy have been killed, 201 taken prisoner 
and 101 friendly nationals recovered. 

25 Sept.—Moluccas: WHalmahera: Light 
naval units blockaded coastlines and strafed 
enemy coastal defense positions. One enemy 
plane strafed Pitu Beach. We suffered neither 
damage nor casualties, 

26 Sept. — Philippines: One of our night 
patrol planes encountered a seaplane tender 
in Davao Gulf fueling two destroyer escorts, 
one on each side. In a single bombing run 
all were hit, resulting in a tremendous ex- 
plosion. The smaller vessels sank almost im- 
mediately and the tender later was observed 
to capsize and sink. 

27 Sept.—Bougainville: Medium units and 
dive-bombers, with forty-two tons, attacked 
enemy concentrations in the Buka and Kieta 
areas. Patrol planes and light naval unite 
swept the coast. 

14TH AIR FORCE 

20 Sept. — Throughout the Changsha area 
south to Chuanhsien, center of the Japanese 
advance toward Kweilin, fighters and medium 
bombers of the Fourteenth Air Force on 16 
17 September, struck at the enemy's supply 
lines, storage depots, troop and truck col- 
umns, 

21 Sept.—Fourteen thousand two hundred 
tons of Japanese merchant shipping were 
sunk in Formosa Strait the night of 19 Sept. 
by two Fourteenth Air Force B-24 bombers. 

Using special equipment, they attacked an 
eleven-ship convoy fifty miles south of the 
Pescadores Islands, They sank six vessels, 
including two tankers, and probably sank an- 
other 2,000-ton freighter. 

22 Sent.—South of Tungting Lake P-40’s of 
Maj. Gen, Claire L. Chennault’s Chinese- 
American Wing bombed a large Japanese 
supply dump. Flames were visible twenty 
miles away. 

28 Sept.—On 22 Sept., B-24’s of the Four- 
teenth Air Force bombed Hankow. 

Fires in the city were visible forty miles 
away. Changsha also was bombed, 

24 Sept.—Salween River Area: Striking the 
Burma Road line of Japanese forces on the 
Salween front on 23 Sept. B-24's of the Four- 
teenth Air Force bombed targets near Che- 
gang, causing landslides which closed the 
road in twe places, 

25 Sept.—East China Sector: Flying in sup- 
port of Chinese in the line of the Japanese 
push to the southwest, bombers and fighters 
attacked enemy bivouac areas, supply com- 
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Military Strength of Japan 
A comprehensive summary of the mili- 
tary position of Japan, based upon re- 
ports from American military and eco- 
nomic experts, collated by the Office of 
War Information and released 27 Sept., 





concludes that Japan will be a difficult 7 


foe to conquer. 

The report lists advantages and disad- 
vantages the Allies will possess in war on 
the Oriental power, states that a block- 
ade is possible but probably will be ef- 
fective only if China, Formosa and Man- 
churia are held, and reminds that the foe 
has large resources in most materials and 
a population, including subject Koreans, 
Manchurians, and the like, in excess of 
the population of the United States. 

The conclusions stated by OWI were: 

1. Over-all military plans, including those 
concerned with war production, are based on 
the assumption that it may take years, 
rather than months, to defeat Japan. One 
and a half to two years after the defeat of 
Germany is considered an absolute minimum. 

2. No internal collapse of Japan is ex-, 
pected. Even if the unexpected should hap- 
pen, it would not give the Allies a quick or 





easy victory. 

Examples of the ‘net strategic ad- 
vantages favoring the Allies are the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The huge Allied war production. The 
United States alone produces 8,000 combat 
planes a month as contrasted with Japan's 
estimated production of 1,400 or 1,500 planes 
a month. 

2. Pacific commanders assert that Japan 
has lost the power for a strategic offensive 
beyond the range of her land-based planes. 
This is due to U. $. supremacy in aircraft 
carriers, and to the sinking of many of the 
lighter, screening units of Japan's fleet. Not 
eliminated, however, is the possibility of 
sporadic raids by the Japanese on our West 
Coast. 

3. Japan’s merchant shipping, never ade- 
quate to the demands of a conquered area at 
one time stretching 10,000 miles north and 
south, and 5,000 miles from east to west, has 
been steadily reduced by naval, aerial and 
submarine action, at a rate greater by half 
than her ability to replace ships. Sinkings 
are estimated at 1,500,000 tons a year, and 
calculations are that Japan has not, even yet, 
pushed her ship construction to 1,000,000 
tons a year. Construction was reported at 
half this figure in 1941. 

4. Bombing of Japan’s industries has been 
effected by use of the B-29 “Super-Fort- 
resses,” operating from China. So far, this 
has been possible only at periods of 10 days

or more, but it constitutes a definite advance 
in the wrafare against Japan. 

5. “Island-skipping” has neutralized about 
50 major bases on the fringes of Japan's 
outer zone of defense, and the victories of 
Guam, Saipan and Tinian have brought 
Allied forces within striking distance of the 
inner defense zone of Japan itself, which ex- 
tends more than 1,000 miles from the home 
islands. 

6. Allied forces now are established where 
another giant stride to the west, if success- 
ful, would place the Navy and land-based 
planes in a position to. clamp a tourniquet 
on the north-south arteries of Japan’s sup- 
ply routes, and thus begin the blockade of 
the islands. One such stride would be the 
conquest of the Philippine Islands. 

7. In Burma, a successful issue of the bat- 
tle of supply routes will open the Ledo- 
Burina road from India into China. 

8. The tactical ability of Japanese generals 
has not yet been probed, since there has 
been as yet no modern full dress warfare on 
land masses in the European pattern, and no 
battles of armor involving more than a com- 
paratively few tanks on either side, accord- 
ing to Army sources. General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, discussing the ability of the Jap- 
anese, has said, “The military quality of the 
rank and file remains of the highest. Their 
officer corps, however, deteriorates as you 
go up the scale. It is fundamentally based 
upon the caste and feudal system and doesn’t 
represent strict professional merit. Therein 
lies Japan’s weakness. Her sons are strong 
of limb and stout of heart, but weak in 
leadership . .. . the military hierarchy is 
now failing the nation. It has had neither 
the imagination nor the foresighted ability 
to organize Japanese resources for total 
war.” The Allies, on the other hand, have 
military leaders of ability proved in global 
warfare and in fullscale battles of maneuver. 

9. At sea, the Japanese have been out- 
fought and outmaneuvered, as the record of 
our naval warfare shows. In the air, they 
have lost about five planes to our one. The 
morale of the Japanese soldiers is widely 
known, but they have been beaten in every 
test of strength by the Allies since the 
United Nations went over to the offensive. 

10. Japan has failed to capitalize fully on 
its conquests since Pearl Harbor. Primarily 
the measure of Japan’s war production is 
the capacity of its pre-Pearl Harbor indus- 
trial plant rather than the raw material re- 
sources of its recent conquests. 

Here is Japan’s side of the ledger of 
war, listing some of the factors in her 
favor: 

1, A statement on Japan’s war economy by 
the Foreign Economic Administration con- 
cluded that Japan is capable of increasing 
her production of almost every category of 
war equipment and military supplies. 

2. Geography fights on the side of the 
Japanese. Before the Allied might can be 
brought to bear, it must be based within 
striking distance of Japan’s home islands. 
At present, from the new bases in the 
Marianas—Guam, Tinian and Saipan—we 
are 1,500 statute miles from her shores. 

3. Before major invasions can be launched, 
a tremendous shipping problem must be 
solved. The conclusion of the European war 
will release a large part of the shipping now 
used in that theatre, but several months may 
be required before this shipping can become 
effective in the Pacific. 

4. One objective of Allied strategy has 
been announced as the opening of safe ocean 
routes to China. At present, the course of 
the war in China is all in Japan's favor. 
Instead of securing additional advanced 
bases from which to strike at Japan by air. 
the Allies have lost several in China within 
recent months. 

5. Despite the long drain of the war in 
China, repeated defeats in the southern 
islands, and loss through drowning of some 
large forces of men, Japan’s army has not 
yet had to be mustered to its full strength. 
Estimates are that she has an army of 4,- 
000,000 men, less than a third of them south 
of Chnia and Formosa; that she has 2,000,- 
000 men available and fit for military service 
who haven’t been called up; and another 1,- 
500,000. between the ages of 17 and 20, not 
yet subject to the draft, (The U. S. draft 
already is calling up 18-year-olds.) Japan 
has a normal replacement of between 200,000 
and 250,000 men a year, as fresh drafts come 
of age, and the destruction of her armies has 
not yet reached this annual rate. 

6. Japan’s industries are beyond the range 
of air attack, save that of the super bombers, 
and will remain so until] the Allies establish 
bases within 500 to 600 miles of her shores. 
From bases in nearby China, for instance, 
the B-29’s could strike Tokyo, which would 
be 1,200 miles distant. The contrast between 
this situation and the continuous round-the- 
clock saturation bombing of.Germany is ex- 
treme. 

7. Japan has many strategic supplies on 
the home islands, in nearby Korea and Man- 
churia. The Army has estimated that she 
also has stockpiled large quantities of raw 
materials. 

8. Despite our aerial victories and the 
high ratio of Japanese planes destroyed to 
our own losses, it is estimated that the 
Japanese are currently able to produce 
planes as rapidly as we destroy them, and 








probably can maintain or even increase this 
production slightly. James Forrestal, Sec- 
retary of the Navy, pointed out that a year 
ago the Japanese were forced to supply 
planes to an immense Pacific area. They can 
now mass their air power in a narrowing 
theatre of action. He noted also that Japan 
recently has been conserving her air power 
and that her planes, of every type, now have 
greater fire power, armament, range, speed 
and load capacity; that aircraft of the 
United States Navy do not any longer have 
so big a technical advantge over enemy 
planes. 

9. Japan still has a powerful fleet. This 
comprises from 10 to 13 battleships, from 10 
to 12 large aircraft carriers, and several 
smaller carriers, plus reduced numbers of 
smaller screening war vessels. Operating in 
waters protected by land-based aircraft, this 
“fleet-in-being” makes it necessary for Allied 
navies to operate only in large forces, lest 
smaller squadrons be trapped and destroyed, 
according to naval commanders. 

10. Japan operates on interior lines of 
supply. The farther she is crowded back to 
ward her home islands, the greater her 
logistical advantage becomes, and the more 
nearly adequate her merchant fleet. 

11. Japan’s production of food on the 
home islands, plus North China, Korea, and 
Manchuria across the narrow Sea of Japan, 
is calculated to be sufficient to maintain the 
population on a minimum basis, according 
to the Office of Foreign ‘Agricultural Rela- 
tions, Department of Agriculture. 

12. Japan retains all her major conquests 
except New Guinea, and the Allies still are 
not in a position to attack her-supply routes 
along the China coast except with long- 
distance submarines. If Japan’s successes in 
China continue, the strain on her shipping 
may be somewhat relieved by a possible 
overland route in China, 

13. Even théugh the Ledo-Burma road be 
opened, this thin line weaves through moun- 
tain masses for 1,500 miles from its India 
terminus to Chungking. It is doubtful if 
this route, beginning at the end of a third- 
class railway line stretching hundreds of 
miles from India’s ports, can carry more 
than the amount of supplies now flown 
“over the hump” by Allied aviators.

U. S. troops fighting on German svil 
recently received their first pay in Allied 
occupation marks. The currency is legal 
tender in parts of the Reich occupied by 
Allied troops and is being issued at the 
rate of ten marks to the dollar. 

The currency is being issued in de- 
nominations of fifty pfennigs (a half- 
mark), one, five, ten, twenty, fifty, 100 
and 1,000 marks. The notes are blue on 
the face and the reverse side is red-brown 
They carry the words “Allierte Militaer 
behoerde,” on both sides and on the face 
“Serie 1944, in umlauf gesetzt in Deut- 
schland.”

Advancements in Rating 

The Coast Guard has announced new 
policies covering advancements in enlisted 
ratings. The following instructions have 
been sent to all commanding officers of 
Coast Guard Units regarding such ad- 
vancements: 

Advancement to chief petty officer and chief 
steward ratings shall be made only by the 
Commandant. 

A District Coast Guard Officer may make 
advancements in ratings to petty officer rat- 
ings not higher than petty officer, first class, 
to fill vacancies within his own command. 

A commanding officer of an Independent 
Unit who is of the rank of lieutenant or above 
may make advancements in rating to petty 
officer ratings not higher than petty officer, 
first class, to fill vacancies within his own 
command. 

A commanding officer of an Independent 
Unit who is of the rank of warrant officer or 
above may make advancements in rating to 
ratings below that of petty officer, third 
class, to fill vacancies within his own com- 
mand. 

District Coast Guard Officers may delegate 


authority to Commanding Officers of units 
under their command to effect advancements 
in his own command. Such delegation shall 
be in letter form, a copy to be furnished the 
Commandant. 

Advancements in rating shall be made only 
by the District Coast Guard Officer or the 
commanding officer of the unit to which the 
enlisted person is permanently attached, ex- 
cept as otherwise authorized by the Com- 
mandant. 

Enlisted persons performing temporary 
duty at a unit other than that to which regu- 
larly attached, notwithstanding the nature or 
length of such temporary duty, will not be 
advanced in rating without specific authority 
from the Commandant for such advancement.

Discharge Review Boards 


The Secretary of War’s Discharge Re- 
view Board, established to carry out ihe 
provisions of the G. I. Bill of Rights 
started its work last week. 

The Board is headed by Col. George W. 
Price, USA. 

The Secretary of the Navy’s Discharge 
Review Board also has been organized, 
and is headed by Capt. A. B. Anderson, 
USN. The duties of the Navy board will 
include Coast Guard and Marine as well 
as Navy appeals. 

Dishonorable discharge or dismissal as 
a result of a general court martial will 
not be reconsidered by the boards. Ap- 
plication may be submitted by any former 
officer or enlisted personnel who left the 
service under honorable conditions. The 
applicant is entitled to appear before the 
board in person or to be represented by 
counsel, or to appear with counsel. It was 
pointed out that such appearance is not 
to be of any expense to the government. 

Applications for hearing by former 
Army personnel should be sent to the 
Adjutant General. 

Meanwhile, the Navy Department this 
week made public regulations for the op- 
eration of its Board of Review of Dis- 
charges and Dismissals. 

Membership of the board will not be 
fixed, but will be composed so that at 
least three of the five members will be 
from the service of the applicant—Navy, 
Marine Corps or Coast Guard. 

It is provided that a petitioner for 
change of type of discharge who fails to 
appear at the appointed time of hearing, 
either in person or by counsel, waives 
his right to be present and cannot there- 
after take exception to the findings ar- 
rived at in his absence. However, the 
board may permit a petitioner to with- 
draw his request for review without 
prejudice at any time before it begins its 
deliberations on the case. 

Requests for review of a discharge or 
dismissal are to be addressed to “The 
Secretary of the Navy, Board of Re- 
view, Discharges and Dismissals, Navy 
Department, Washington, D. 0.”

(Continued from First Page) 
adaptable to sea duty involving technical re- 
sponsibilities, while enlisted men, for the 
most part, perform the same duties afloat or 
ashore and many older enlisted men there- 
fore may be detailed to new duty without 
additional training. In acting on applications 
for release the test is whether the applicant 
can be spared. 

“In the case of both officers and men ap- 
Plications are considered only when initiated 
by the personnel concerned. Personnel await- 
ing trial by court martial, undergoing pun- 
ishment as a result of court martial, or un- 
der treatment in hospitals are not eligible to 
apply for discharge. 

“It is clearly not the intention of the Navy 
at this time to release any officer or man 
trained and physically qualified for sea duty 
or any other personnel whose services are es- 
sential. The need for young officers and men 
to man the great number of new ships going 
into commission in the next year is a No. 1 
item on the list of critical Navy requirements. 
Providing an opportunity for certain older 
personnel to apply for release carries with it 
no implication that the end of the Navy’s job 
in this war is in sight nor that the defeat of 
Germany will measurably affect the number 
of personnel made eligible for release. Every 
officer and man who can be effectively used 
anywhere in the Naval Establishment will be 
retained.” 

Navy Officers’ Order 

1. Many requests for inactive duty and res- 
ignations from the naval service have recently 
been received from officers of the Naval, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard Reserves. The 
Navy is still engaged in carrying out an ex- 
pansion program and cannot consider favor- 
ably wholesale requests for inactive duty. Any 
conclusion that the Navy’s participation in 
the war is nearly over is not based on fact. 

2. Certain types of specialized activities and 
projects, however, are being progressively re- 
duced in size or terminated. With the cur- 
tailment of such special activities or projects, 
certain Naval, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
Reserve Officers who were enrolled for spe- 
cialist duties will become available for other 
assignment. Many of these officers are not 
adaptable to other duties without consider- 
able training or are not physically qualified 
for other duties. 

3. The Navy Department will consider re- 
quests for release from active duty from those 
special service officers whgse services can be 
spared and who are not qualified, without 
considerable training, for other duties. 

4. The needs of the Navy for the services 
of the officer will determine the action taken 
by the Department in each individual case. 
Consideration will be given by the Depart- 
ment to the relative contribution to the war 
effort which will result in placing the officer 
on inactive duty or retaining him, or her, on 
active duty. 

5. The needs and interest of the Navy re- 
quire that the following. general principles 
govern the consideration of requests for ter- 
mination of active duty: 

(a) It is not the intention at this time nor 
in the immediate future to release officers who 
are qualified by physical condition and train- 
ing for sea or combat duty, as the need for 
such officers continues to be critical. 

(b) Officers less than 38 years of age who 
are considered eligible for release will be re- 
quired to submit their resignations. 

(c) Officers 38 years of age and over who are 
considered eligible for release may request 
inactive duty, but this does not preclude the 
submission of resignations by eligible officers 
38 years of age and over if the individual pre- 
fers this course. 

6. Resignations should be submitted to the 
Secretary of the Navy via official channels, in- 
cluding the Bureau of Naval Personnel, or 
Commandant, Marine Corps or Coast Guard. 
Requests for release to inactive duty should 
be submitted to the Chief of Naval Personnel, 
or Commandant, Marine Corps or Coast 
Guard, via official channels, 

7. In submitting requests, include the fol- 
lowing information: 

Paragraph 1—Whether the request is for in- 
active duty or acceptance of resignation. 

Paragraph 2—(a) Months served on the 
present term of continuous active duty. (b) 
Months served outside continental United 
States. (c) Total number of days leave taken 
during the present term of continuous active 
duty as an officer. Amount of leave authorized 
to be taken, not yet taken, and intended to be 
taken. A statement as to how fhuch of the 
accumulated leave normally anticipated on 
separation or release is not desired. (An offi- 
cer who is separated or released may not re- 
ceive pay from two Government activities 
simultaneously. This precludes leave beyond 
the date new Government employment starts. 
An officer on leave is in an active-duty-status. 
(d) Lists of awards received, including unit 
citations, decorations, letters of commenda- 
tion, and number of stars authorized on area 
ribbons. 

Paragraph 3—Such reasons for the request 
as applicant desires to include, (Letters from 


employers may be appended where appro- 
priate.) 

8. Forwarding endorsements will indicate 
whether or not the services of each individua] 
can be spared without relief. A commanding 
officer will not grant leave to any officer 
whose release or separation is pending. 

Enlisted Men’s Order 

1, The Navy is still engaged in carrying out 
an expansion program and cannot consider 
favorably wholesale requests for discharge 
or release to inactive duty of enlisted person. 
nel. Any conclusion that the Navy’s partici- 
pation in the war is nearly over is not based 
on fact. However, certain enlisted personnel 
have been engaged in specialized activities 
and projects which are now being progres- 
sively reduced in size or terminated. Many 
of these men are not adaptable to other duty 
without considerable training or are not phy- 
sically qualified for other dutiés. 

2. In accordance with the foregoing the Bu- 
reau will consider applications for discharge 
from enlisted personnel of the Naval Reserve 
and inductees (CUSN-I), and for release to in- 
active duty of Fleet Reservists and enlisted 
personnel on the retired list. The following 
policy will govern discharge and release to 
inactive duty: 

(a) Applications will be considered only if 
initiated by the individual concerned. 

(b) The needs of the service will be con- 
sidered paramount. 

(c) Each request for discharge or release 
will be considered on its individual merits 
and acted upon by the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel. 

(da) In order to be eligible for discharge or 
release personnel must have passed their 
42nd birthday. 

(e) Discharge will be for convenience of the 
Government. 

(f) Reliefs will be furnished if required. 

(z) Requests for discharge or release will 
no tbe considered, and should not be for- 
warded, when the individual concerned is 
awaiting trial by court martial; undergoing 
punishment as a result of court martial; or 
sick in a hospital. 

38. Each application for discharge or r- 
lease to inactive duty will be forwarded to the 
Bureau with the commanding officer’s recom- 
mendation in the premises. Such recommenda- 
tion shall include a statement as to whether 
or not the services of the man or woman con- 
cerned can be spared without a relief. While 
the Bureau intends to provide reliefs when 
such are required, it is not the desire that 
personnel be retained until a relief reports 
except in those instances in which the war ef- 
fort would be otherwise seriously hampered. 

4. The foregoing provisions are not 4p 
plicable to men of the Regular Navy wht 
request transfer to the Fleet Reserve subst- 
quent to receipt of this letter. 





Navy Personnel Rotation 
Rotation of Naval personnel will be 
come increasingly difficult to accomplish 
as the war against Japan is intensified, 
with the attendant increases in the 
amount of shipping required for initial 
movements of personnel and for the 
suppert of naval forces already deployed 
in the Pacific theater, the Bureau of 

Naval personnel has made clear. 
The bureau said that it will continue, 
as heretofore, to activate such rotation 
of enlisted personnel as is possible by 
ordering additional personnel to adminis- 


trative commands for assignment, over 
and above the numbers required to Te 
place new construction and school quotas, 


attrition, and other losses. The numbers 
to be so assigned will vary from month 
to month, depending on the availability 
of personnel and transportation. 

Rotation of officers on shore duty at 
outlying stations will continue to be 
handled through the area commanders. 
Rotation of officers in ships will continue 
to be handled by the bureau in accord- 
ance with current practice, intesrating 
the needs for new construction with the 
policy of rotation, insofar as is practi 
cable. 

All commanders, the Bureau urged, 
should emphasize to all naval perosnnel 
“the provisional and contingent char- 
acter” of rotation policy.

Delegate Award Authority

wear the ribbon if it is desired to accord 
this privilege. 

Wearing of the ribbon is not authorized 
for Commendations by fleet commanders, 
other than a commander-in-chief, issued 
prior to 13 Sept. The authority of award 
will not be extended to task force com- 
manders or other flag officers who are 
not fleet commanders. 





Army Disapproves Generals Bills 

It is understood that the War Depart- 
ment is not in favor of legislation which 
would provide for the promotion to 
permanent major general of oflicers who 
on 7 Dec. 1941 held permanent commis- 
sions as brigadier generals and tem- 
porary commissions as major generals. 

At the time of introducing the bills, 





Representative Brooks, La., one of the 
sponsors, said that 19 officers would be | 
affected by the legislation and that “un- | 
der normal conditions, except for the ad- | 
vent of war” they “would have been ap- 
pointed to the grade of major generals | 
of the line as the vacancies occurred.” | 

Both bills provided, also, that any of- | 
ficer who on 7 Dec. 1941, held the perma- 
nent grade of brigadier general and any | 
higher temporary grade, who shall have | 
served two years in such higher tem- | 
porary grade, shall when retired be re- | 
tired with the rank, pay and allowance | 
authorized for a major general. The | 
measures also provided for the advance- 
ment on the retired list of any ofticer | 
under like circumstances who has already | 
been retired.

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Financial Digest 

James F. Byrnes, director of War 
Mobilization, in an address delivered be- 
fore the National Press Club, Washing- 
ton, D. C., 27 Sept., stated that the im- 
portant task after the war will not be 
industrial and economic demobilization 
but a mobilization for peace. 

“It will be tomorrow’s accomplish- 
ments on the home front,” said Mr. 
Byrnes, “which will, in no small measure, 
determine America’s contribution to a 
better world at home and abroad.” 

Stating that while rationing and 
wage controls would remain at home in- 
definitely, he said that the problems of 
post-war reconversion must be faced 
now. As an example he said: 


“When on V-E Day the War Depart- 
ment reduces its requirements 40 per cent 
because thereafter there will be a war 
only on one front it must then be de- 
termined whether there should be a cor- 
responding reduction in the munitions of 
war we producce and through lend-lease 
furnished to our Allies.” 

Preliminary figures released by WPB 
on over-all munitions output for August 
show a rise of two per cent above the 
July level. Total output for July amount- 
ed to $5,300 million, or 96 per cent of the 
volume called for by the first-of-month 
schedule. August output totaled reached 
a total of $5,430 million, or 97 per cent 
of the August goal. 

A breakdown of August production by 
major munitions categories shows the 
following percentages of the goals set: 

Aircraft, 94 per cent. Ships, 94 per 
cent. Guns, 97 per cent. Ammunition, 97 
per cent. Vehicles 102 per cent. Signal 
equipment, 97 per cent. 

The improvements in August produc- 
tion were explained as being due partly 
to specialized production drives and to 
the additional manpower being made 
available for such critical programs as’ 
heavy-duty tires. Production must aver- 
age nine per cent above the July rate and 
eight per cent above the August volume 
to meet the present goal for 1944. 

Industrial output and employment 
showed little change in August. Retail 
trade was at a new high level for the 
month. There was a small rise in retail 
commodity prices. The output at fac- 
tories and mines was 232 per cent of the 
1935-39 average in August as compared 
with 231 for July. Carloadings of rail- 
road freight were maintained in large 
volime in August. During the first three 
weeks in September loadings were slight- 
ly less than during the same period a year 
ago, probably due to decreases in all 
classes of freight except merchandise in 
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less than carload lots and miscellaneous 
shipments. 

Crop prospects improved during August 
and the early part of September. Har- 
vests of major crops are expected to be 
larger than last season. Bank deposits 
of businesses and individuals, as well as 
currency in circulation, have increased 
since the end of the Fifth War Loan 
Drive. This increase in money holdings, 
the Board of Governors of the Federal 
Reserve System states, is largely a re- 
flection of the expenditures made by the 
Treasury from its war-loan accounts built 
up during the drive. 

The British Minister of Reconstruction 
outlined for newspapermen in London 
this week a government plan suggested as 
a substitute for the Beveridge social se- 
curity plan. Under the suggested system 
deductions would be made from the 
wages of practically every one in Britain 
between the ages of 16 and 65 in the 
case of men, and between the ages of 16 
and 60 in the case of women. These con- 
tributions would be supplemented by the 
government. The amounts deducted 
would be larger than those in operation 
at the present but smaller than those 
proposed by Sir William Beveridge. Ad- 
vantages offered contributors would in- 
clude widows’ pensions, retirement, 
death and maternity grants, sick and 
unemployment benefits and accident 
compensation.

Merchant Marine 


Vice Adm. Emory S. Land, USN-Ret., 
submitted a report on the Merchant Ma- 
rine 23 Sept. dealing with all activities 
of the War Shipping Administration from 
its creation 7 Feb. 1942 to the present. 
Admiral Land noted that many of the 
accomplishments of the WSA must re- 
main covered by the cloak of national 
security. 

The report shows that the Merchant 
Marine has grown from 1,340 ships total- 
ing 11,850,000 tons on 7 Dec. 1941 to a 
Victory Fleet of more than 3,400 vessels 
totaling 35,000,000 tons. During 1942 and 
the early part of 1943, the report discloses 
that the WSA controlled fleet devoted 41 
per cent of its capacity to carrying Army 
cargo, 13 per cent to Navy cargo, 30 per 
cent to lend-lease cargo and 16 per cent 
to essential raw materials and civilian 
necessities for the United States. From 
month to month this ratio changed and 
at the end of last year 49 per cent of the 
fleet was carrying Army cargo, 10 per 
cent Navy cargo, 29 per cent lend-lease 
and 13 per cent raw materials and civilian 
supplies. 

Shipments from U. S. ports last year 
totaled 46,971,000 tons of dry cargo, 42 
per cent more than during 1942. All but 
10,375,000 went in WSA ships. WSA ves- 
sels brought 80 per cent of last year’s 
imports. By the end of last year more 
than 500 cargo ships and tankers were 
transferred to the Army and Navy by 
WSA by title or under charter. These 
vessels were acquired from owners or 
were built by the Maritime Commission 
and totaled more than 4,500,000 dead- 
weight tons. In addition, many hundreds 
of small craft were acquired for the 
armed forces. 

The pre-war Merchant Marine gave em- 
ployment to between 50,000 and 70,000 
officers and seamen. Early in 1942, it was 
estimated 150,000 more would be needed 
and later the estimate was increased to 
200,000 to provide replacements for at 
least 2,000 men each month. 


Aid for Disabled Seamen 

With the passage last week by the Sen- 
ate of-H. R. 4163 and the agreement of 
the House to a Senate amendment of that 
bill, seamen will be afforded greater pro- 
tection in case of continuing disability. 

The measure gives the War Shipping 
Administration authority to continue pay- 
ments in compensation of disability for 
the duration of the disability, which in 
some cases will be for the entire life of 
the injured person. Existing law awards 
$5,000 in a lump sum or $7,500 in install- 
ments for total permanent disability. 

The Senate amendment provided that 
compensation payments shall be made “in 
accordance with rate schedules provided 
by the United States Employees’ Com- 
pensation Act.” Those payments would 
“commence if and when insurance bene- 
fits provided by the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration for such person shall have 
been exhausted.” This amendment was 
agreed to by the House. 

The bill also authorizes waiving re- 
payment to the Government of insurance 





paid to dependents on the supposed death 
of an insured later found to be alive, 


Victory Fleet Day 

The WSA War Service Pennant wag 
raised in 17 U. 8. cities 27 Sept., Victory 
Fleet Day. This pennant is America’s 
newest service flag. 

On the same day, six new ships were 
launched, bringing the total launchings 
since the Patrick Henry, first Victory 
Ship to hit the waters, to more than 4,100 
ships in three years. This is the greatest 
shipbuilding accomplishment in the his. 
tory of the world. 

The following letter from President 
Roosevelt was released 27 Sept. by Vice 
Adm. Emory. 8. Land in connection with 
the Victory Fleet Day celebration: 

“My dear Admiral Land: 

“It seems to me particularly appropriate 
that Victory Fleet Day this year should honor 
the men and management of the American 
Merchant Marine. 

“The operators in this war have written one 
of its most brilliant chapters. They have de- 
livered the goods when and where needed in 
every theater of operations and across every 
ocean in th biggest, the most difficult and 
dangerous transportation job ever under. 
taken. 

“As time goes on, there will be greater pub- 
lic understanding of our merchant fleet's 
record during the war. That, I hope, will give 
it the kind of support, especially from ship- 
pers and passengers, that will insure the 
strength and vigor it will need to meet our 
defense and foreign trade requirments in the 
years to come.

Praise 20th Bomber Command 


The attack of the 20th Bomber Com- 
mand against Anshan, Manchuria, 26 
Sept. was given high praise this week by 
General H. H. Arnold, Commanding 
General, Army Air Forces, and Brig. 
Gen. Lauris Norstad, Chief of Staff, 20th 
Air Force. General Arnold said: 

“I congratulate you and all members of 
your command. Again I reserve a_ special 
pat on the back for the engineers and me- 
chanics, for all your maintenance and supply 
people, whose work made it possible for you 
to operate successfully against the enemy and 
to return your large force to its bases with- 
out the loss of a single aircraft.” 

General Norstad said: 

“Although more than 100 Superfortresses 
participated in yesterday's mission against 
Manchuria and occupied China there were no 
losses whatsoever. Every plane which left the 
ground returned safely. 

“This would be a remarkable record on a 
bombing mission by planes of any type, and 
is all the more remarkable when applied to 
the B-29 which is still relatively experimental 
and is flying such vast distances. Yesterday's 
mission, for example, was about as far in 
miles as from Atlanta, Georgia, to the Arctic 
Circle. For all of our planes to return is a 
tremendous tribute to the plane's engineering, 
to the skill of the air crews and to the great 
devotion to duty by the mechanics and serv- 
icemen who comprise the armed crews at 
bases in India and China. Yesterday's record 
of no mechanical failures or maintenance 
problems in what was one of the largest mis- 
sions we have yet mounted, is an achieve- 
ment that should make the Japanese just 
about as unhappy as the pounding their in- 
dustries received.” 


Services to Carry Xmas Mail 

By direction of the War and Na vy De- 
partments the customary assistance to 
the Postoffice Department at the Christ- 
mas season will be rendered by personnel 
and transportation equipment of the serv- 
ices. Requests for the aid of military per- 
sonnel are supposed to be made only after 
assistance from civilian sources has been 
exhausted.

CWO?’s Pay Increases 


The Coast Guard has issued the follow- 
ing instructions to put into effect certain 
provisions of the pay act amendments of 
7 Sept. 1944, which increase pay of com- 
missioned warrant officers retroactively : 

“The act approved 7 Sept., 1944, permits 
chief warrant officers now on active duty to 
count for longevity pay purposes, retroactive 
to 1 June, 1942, all active and inactive, re- 
serve and retired, commissioned, warrant and 
enlisted service enumerated in Articles 105 and 
102 (6), Pay and Supply Instructions, plus 
such service in Medical and Dental Reserve 
Corps of the Navy, active National Guard of 
the several states, territories and the District 
of Columbia, and Officers Reserve Corps of 
the Army. (Commissioned Service only in 
services enumerated above may be counted 
for pay period purposes). 

“Credits of back pay for periods subsequent 
to 30 June, 1942, may be made on the pay 
record supported by certified copies of state- 
ment of service and statement of pay account 
for the period involved. A statement of pay 
account is not necessary to support credits 
authorized herein for periods subsequent to 
30 June 1942 during which the account was 
stated on a pay record and for which an in- 
closed pay record remains available. 

“Amounts due for the month of June, 1942. 
may be paid only by the General Account- 
ing Office on a claim supported as indicated 
above and submitted to headquarters. Back 
pay is not authorized for any person not en- 
titled to active duty or retired pay on the 
date of aproval of the act.” 


Naval Facilities Established 


There have been several new naval 
facilities established within the naval 
districts to provide for new needs which 
have arisen. 

The Navy has acquired the property of 
the International YMCA _ College at 
Springfield, Mass., for use as a naval 
convalescent hospital. 

In order to relieve the commanding 
officer of the Naval Ordnance Plant, S. 
Charleston, W. Va. of handling and dis- 
cipline of enlisted personnel there has 
been established as a subordinate com- 
mand the U. S. Naval Barracks, Naval 
Ordnance Plant. S. Charleston, W. Va. 

A U.S. Naval Training Center has been 
established at Portland, Me.. comprising 
the following training activities: Radio 
Strikers School, Signalmen and QM Strik- 
ers School, Fire Fighters School. Com- 
munieation Officers School. Torpedo Con 
trol Officers School and training activities 
of the U. S. Naval Frontier Base at Port- 
land, Me. 

To meet the needs of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts in connection with 
the redistribution and disposal of ma- 
terial, Material Redistribution and Dis- 
posal Offices have been established at 
Miami, Fla. and Houston, Tex. 


Repatriate U. S. Prisoners 

Arriving at Jersey City, N. J. aboard 
the Grinsholm 26 Sept. were 219 seriously 
sick and wounded U. S. Army officers 
and enlisted men who were prisoners of 
war of the German Government. Names 
of those repatriated appeared on page 64 
of the 16 Sept. issue of the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL, 

The War Department said that it 
hoped, with the cooperation of the neu- 
tral nations, that arrangements can be 
made soon for the repatriation of addi- 
tional seriously sick and wounded prison- 
ers of war. 


Fiscal Director 

The mission and duties of the Office 
of the Fiscal Director are outlined in 
War Department Circular 370, 12 Sept. 
1944. This includes such responsibilities 
as budget. fund control, reporting, fiscal 
accounting. receipts and dishursements, 
allotments and special financial services.

Gen. LeVerne Saunders, of the 
20th Bomber Command, was _ iniured 
recently in a take-off accident in India, 
the War Department announced this 
week. The announcement said that he 
was not in a B-29 when injured.

British Pay Increases 

Blanket pay increases to members of 
the British Armed Forces who have 
served three years in the war and addi- 
tional bonuses to those members who 
serve in the war against Japan are 
authorized in a White Paper issued in 
London 22 Sept. 

The pay raises range from seven shill- 
ings per week for ratings below the rank 
of petty officers and other ranks below 
sergeant to 21 shillings a week for Leu- 
tenant commanders, majors, and squad- 
ron leaders and above, but not including 
flag or general officers. These rates are 
for those with three years’ service in 
this war. For each additional year a 
further increase is given ranging from 
three shillings a week for each additional 
year to seven shillings for higher grades. 

For those who served in the Japanese 
campaign special additional pay is given 
ranging from seven shillings a week for 
men below leading rating and corporal to 
77 shillings a week for general officers 
and Air vice marshals and above. 
Japanese campaign pay will be given 
irrespective of the period of service and 
will be in addition to the general pay 
increases mentioned above. However, of- 
ficers being paid under the higher Indian 
Pay Code will not receive the Japanese 
campaign pay if they are in ranks of 
major and squadron leader or above. 

The above rates of increase apply only 
to male members of the forces. Women 
members will receive increases at two- 
thirds of the appropriate men's rates. 
The present rate of exchange is about 
twenty cents to the shilling. It is esti- 
mated that the cost of the above increases 
will be not less than £100,000,000 a year.

To provide for the incorporation of a 
Club, “Medical Women, Army-Navy 
Club,” for nurses of the services, and to 
provide them with a dormitory clubhouse, 
Senators O’Mahoney, Wyo., and Fergu- 
son, Mich., last week introduced 8.

The purpose is to secure an endowment 
for a clubhouse where there will be room 
accommodations, entertainment and 
other activities carried on for the welfare 
of all women who have served as com- 
missioned officers in the Medical Depurt- 
ments of the Army and Navy.

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Rehabilitation of Govt. Veterans 


The Civil Service Commission is co- 
operating with the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion “in every possible way” to further 
the program of rehabilitating veterans 
within agencies of the federal govern- 
ment, the comniission said this week. 

The program is being carried on un- 
der authority of the act of 24 March 1943, 
which provides for rehabilitation of per- 
sons sustaining such vocational handi- 
eaps while in service as will impair or 
nullify their ability to carry on their 
pre-war vocation. 

The commission stated: 

‘Many agencies maintain in addition to “de- 
partmental” or headquarters offices in Wash- 
ington, D. C., a large field organization in 
which such rehabilitation activities may be 
earried on through agreements between the 
parent agency in Washington and the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. After the consumma- 
tion of basic agreements between the Vet- 
erans’ Administration and the Washington 
headquarters of an agency, all field activi- 
ties may be carried on under decentralized 
operations except for cases over which the 
agency's headquarters office desires to retain 
“control or jurisdiction. For the purposes of 
expeditious action and smoother operations, 
the Commission believes that the decentraliza- 
tion of rehabilitation training plans should be 
as complete as possible. The Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration field organization is well dis- 
tributed and the objective of the Administra- 
tion wil be to effect these on-the-joh rehabili- 
tation placements in the locality of the vet- 
erans’ place of abode or as close thereto as 
possible. The Commission’s cooperation in 
training programs in the field will be accom- 





plished by its several regional and branch | 


offices, working with the field offices of the 
Veterans’ Administration. 

“Procedures for carrying forward the 
rehabilitation program as it relates to on- 
the-job training in Federal agencies are being 
worked out between the Commission and the 
Veterans’ Administration. Under’ _ these 
procedures as now contemplated, the Commis- 
sion, the Veterans’ Administration and the 
participating Government agencies will each 
send relevant information from time to time 


to their own field organization with respect | 


to training opportunities and any other mat- 
ters pertinent to the carrying on of the pro- 
gram. 

“The Veterans’ Administration will initiate 
and conduct all negotiations in detail with 
agencies of the Federal Government for on- 
the-job rehabilitation training opportunities. 
The Civil Service Commission will be in- 
formed by the Veterans’ Administration of all 
training arrangements consummated between 
the Administration and the several Govern- 
ment agencies. In order that the entire plan 
may be thoroughly understood and properly 
coordinated, the Civil Service Commission and 
the Veterans’ Administration will send all es- 
sential information, not otherwise provided 
for through their field systems, to their 
respective field offices. Also any agency uf 
the Federal Government which enters into 
any training agreements with the Veterans’ 
Administration will be expected, under the 
same procedure, to impart all necessary in- 
formation to interested offices in its own field 
system, 

“Procedural details regarding the process- 
ing of persons into training in Federal 
agencies are being prepared by the Commis- 
sion for distribution to all Government 
agencies, together with the procedures 
through which trainees may be formerly 
placed upon the agency pay roll as employees, 
upon successful completion of training, in 
compliance with appropriate Civil Service 
Regulations.” 


Gas Rationing Procedure 


Jasoline rationing procedure covering 
official trayel by naval personnel within 
continental United States has been modi- 
fied to provide that in the case of Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard person- 
nel returning to the continental limits of 
the United States from duty afloat or 
overseas, the commandant of the district 
in which such personnel land may by 
endorsement add to the travel orders of 
such personnel authority to travel by pri- 
vate automobile when, in the opinion of 
the commandant, circumstances warrant 
such authorization in accordance with 
existing regulations. 


20th Armored Div. Command 

The commanding general of the 20th 
Armored Division, Ft. Knox, Ky., Maj. 
Gen. Roderick R. Allen, has been trans- 
ferred to an undisclosed command. Brig. 
Gen. Cornelius M. Daly, commanding 
general of the 20th Armored Division’s 
Combat Command A, is acting commander 
of the division. ; ' 
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Troops in Europe 

Prime Minister Churchill, in his report 
to Parliament 28 Sept., revealed that 
British troops in Europe are now in a 
proportion of two for every three Ameri- 
eans. Allied forces in Northwestern 
Kurope, he said, have grown to between 
two and three million men. 

The Prime Minister said that the Brit- 
ish have suffered 90,000 casualties in 
France. American losses in _ killed, 
wounded, and missing, including those in 
Southern and Northern France total 
about 145,000. In contrast, he reported 
that the invasion of Europe has cost 
Germany nearly 1,000,000 men killed, 
wounded, and captured and that there 
are 200,000 of them in the coastal for- 
tresses of Holland whose capture or de- 
struction may now be deemed highly 
probable. 

Mr. Churchill said that he and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had decided at Quebec 
that there would be no changes in the 
Chiefs of Staff charged with conducting 
the war. This belies the rumors current 
a few weeks ago that Admiral Ernest J. 
King would be sent to command the Pa- 
cific or given another assignment in 
Washington. 

Also reported to Parliament was a 
statement that the British fleet has been 
offered for the war against Japan, and 
that the offer has been “cordially ac- 
cepted.” Mr. Churchill said that much 
of the British Fleet already is gathered 
in the Indian Ocean and that it, together 
with the United States Fleet, should “give 
us naval command of the most complete 
and decisive character.” 


Generalship for LaGuardia? 

Reports over a year.ago that Mayor 
F. H. LaGuardia, of New York, would be 
commissioned in the Army were revived 
this week but still received no substan- 
tiation. The Mayor, according to these 
reports, would be commissioned a briga- 
dier general and appointed to the Allied 
Control Commission for Italy. 

A written question was submitted to the 
Mayor, according to the Associated Press, 
regarding the story. The Mayor replied 
that he was “too busy to pay any atten- 
tion to notes right now.” 

At his press conference yesterday, 


. President Roosevelt said that he may 


later make an announcement concerning 
the commissioning of La Guardia and the 
sending of him to Italy in an administra- 
tive role. 


Women to Serve Outside U. S. 

By the signing this week of S. 2028 by 
the President, members of the Women’s 
Reserves of the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard will be permitted to serve 
throughout the American Defense Area 
and in Hawaii and Alaska on a voluntary 
basis. They will not, however, be allowed 
to serve on war vessels and in aircraft 


when taking part in combat missions. | 


The Navy Department has expressed its 
intention to use them at present only in 
Hawaii, where there is adequate housing 
for them and where their service will 
release large numbers of Navy personnel 
for sea duty. 





Aviation Cadet Bonus 
The Comptroller General has held (de- 
cision B-41115)) that the release of a 


Marine Corps Reserve officer from active | 


duty as a naval aviator commissioned

Debate Demobilization 


Entering into the political repartee of | 


the campaign speeches by President 
Roosevelt 23 Sept. and Governor Dewey 
25 Sept. were the question of early re- 
lease of men from the Armed Forces and 
whether or not the Administration pre- 
pared militarily for this war. 


In his address, President Roosevelt, 
commenting on previous political charges, 
said: 

I learned — much to my amazement — that 
the policy of this administration was to keep 
men in the Army when the war was over, be- 
cause there might be no jobs for them in 
civil life, 

Why, the very day that this fantastic 
charge was first made, a formal plan for the 
method of speedy discharge from the Army 
had already been announced by the War De- 
partment—a plan based upon the wishes of 
the soldiers themselves. 

This callous and brazen falsehood about 
demobilization was an effort to stimulate fear 
among American mothers, wives and sweet- 
hearts. And, incidentally, it was 


tles all over the world. 

In reply to this, Governor Dewey de- 
clared: 

My opponent describes as a “fantastic 
charge” the statement that his Administra- 
tion plans to keep men in the Army when the 
war is over because it fears there will be no 
jobs for them in civil life. Well, who first 
brought that up? 

Here is the statement by a high official of 
the Administration as reported in the publica- 
tion of the United States Army, “The Stars 
and Stripes.” He said: 

“We can keep people in the Army about as 
cheaply as we could create an agency for 
them when they are out.” P

British Demobilization 

A combination of age and length of 
war service will apply for release of mep 
from the British Armed Forces when the 
war with Germany is ended, a British 
White Paper issued on 22 Sept. states 
Under the British system two months of 
service is equivalent to one additiona} 
year of age. On that basis, for example, 
a man of 22 years of age with four years 
of service would be in the same release 
group as a man of 40 years of age with 
one year’s service. 

Releases will be made in two Classes, 
those being released on age and service 
being in Class A, which will correspond 
to a reduction in the strength of the 
forces and will be increased in conse 
quence of the calling up of further new 
recruits. Releases in that group will be. 
gin as soon as practicable after Ger. 
many’s defeat. Upon release they wil] 
be given eight weeks’ leave with full pay, 
ration allowances and, where applicable, 
family allowances, dependents allow- 
ance and war service grant. 

Class B releases will be composed of 
those men identified as belonging to par- 
ticular occupation classes specified by the 
Minister of Labor and National Service 
as required for certain urgent reconstruc 
tion work. The number will be small 
compared with Class A, and will be com 
pensated to some extent by the calling up 
of young men now deferred for the muni- 
tions industries. Men in this class will 
be given three weeks’ leave with full pay, 
ration allowance and, where applicable, 
family allowance, dependents allowance 
and war service grant. Men may decline 
transfer in Class B and await their turn 
in Class A if they wish. 

No man will be released if his retention 
is considered necessary on military 
grounds. It will be necessary to continue 
compulsory recruitment for the services 
in order to bring relief to the men who 
have served for long periods.

O’D. Hunter, Brig. Gen. Davis D. Graves, 
Brig.
